On the other hand, 
washington is assuming the obligation of ensuring control over deliveries 
of Arabian oi] to the West with its own naval forces and “expeditionary

The words "punish" and “penalize” became the most popular words in the 
diplomatic vocabulary of the United States at the beginning of the 20th 
century. But they are grating on the Europeans more and more. The 
awareness of the danger to the world and the hopelessness of the Washing- 
ton administration's course is increasing in Western Europe. Thus, the 

















recent decision to undertake 4 new initiative in settling the Middle 
Bast criesie wae brought ebout by the West Buropean states’ atriving to 
provide for their own economic and political interests and to maintain 
the stability of of] deliveries to West Burope. 


/The West European initiative caused anger in Washington. President 
Carter threatened that the White House would not tolerate any aclione 
by the West Buropean allies in the United Nations. "The United States," 
he eaid, “has the richt of veto, and I will make use of thie right with- 
out hesitation if it ie necessary."/ 


Relations between the United States and West Burope have been warked re- 
cently by @ new outbreak of differences, They are speaking and writing 
about them publicly in gany world capitals. "An unprecedented rebellion 
against American leadership," states the aagasine U.S, NEWS AND WORLD 
REPORT, “has plunged the Western alliance into the sost serious conflict, 
in the view of eany, in ite entire history since ite establishment 5) 
years ago, Disagreements are not a new phenomenon in relations among the 
allies, But the present crisis has a completely different character and 
is becoming potentially more dangerous than crisis situations in the 
past." 


Washington's attempts to blackmail ite West Buropean nllies to obtain 
submissive acceptance of the White H¥use's adventurist policy are meeting 
with resistance from the broad public opinion of Western Europe. The 
presse comments with alarms on the fact that twice this month a computer 
at the North American Air Defense Command (WORAD) headquarters produced 
@ false signal of a supposed "Soviet aiessile attack" which had begun 
against the United States, "There is no excuse for such electronic blun- 
dere by the Pentagon," emphasizes the WASHINGTON POST. "They can turn 
out to be too costly for the future of the peoples of the world."/ 


"They are again attempting to foster among the population of the NATO 
countries, g@ainly the FRG, a teste for war--nuclear war, naturally," 
notes the West Berlin newspaper (VARHEIT). "In these times," writes the 
newspaper L'HUMANITE, “it is not at all simple to be an ally of the Uni- 
ted States, which is headed by an unpredictable administration." Of 
course, the interests of the peoples of Western Europe, as well as of 
the American people and the peoples of any other continent, demand con- 
pletely different actions from political figures than those which they 
have chosen today in Washington. Specific steps aimed at etrengthening 
peace and relaxing tension and discontinuing the senseless arms race are 
necessary. Only with the help of these measures can both the United 
States and West Europe ensure security. 


And what of the lies abort the danger supposedly coming from the social- 
ist countries? In a conversation with Lord Moran, W. Churchill once 

said: "The truth is so precious that it should be accompanied by an es- 
cort from falsehood." In gambling on an imaginary "Soviet threat," the 

















United States aleo is acting in accordance with the preserip..on of the 
leader of the British Conservatives, who was refinea in political hypeoc- 
riey. They are acting, let us add, at the expense of others’ intereste, 
jeopardiging detente. In Washington they are etriming to weaken, and 
then if they succeed, to break off the economic ties which are advante-

DEPLOYMENT OF U.S. NUCLEAR WEAPONS IN GREAT BRITAIN CRITICIZED

(Text ] Molesworth, a emall village lost among the green fields of southeast 
England, could serve as a symbol of the rural idyll in our troubled age, 
There are no public establisuments except for the traditional pub and post 
office. As is written in the local sewspaper, the inhabitants (they sun- 
ber only 95) are always worried by just two problemse--the high cost of re- 
pairing thatched roofs and the poor bus service. However, the peace has sow 
come to an end. The government has just announced that American medium- 
range cruise missles with nuclear warheads would be stationed at an aban- 
doned RAF airfield in the vicinity of the village. 


"This is terrible news, It is like finding out that you have cancer,” said 
clergyman George North, chairman of the rural parish council, "Not only the 
village of Molesworth is alarmed. Under the mayor's leadership, the local 
inhabitants of the ancient town of Thetford began a campaign against the 
American miseles," 


The provincial landscapes of southeast England are of rare picturesque beau- 
ty. There is almost no large-scale industry here. It seems that the capi- 
tal with ite traffic jams, crowds of tourists and political demonstrations 
is someplace far, far away. When you travel through the small towns, you 
are struck by the almost unbelievable quiet. Right here in this cozy, com- 
paratively happy region, however, the Pentagon decided to deploy 160 “Toma- 
hawk” cruise missles. They will be divided into two batches: one will be 
sheltered near Molesworth, the other at an American airbase in Berkshire 
county. Why should this southeastern part of the country be awarded the 
honor of welcoming the transatlantic “guests”? Not the least reason is the 
fact that it is geographically nearer the Soviet Union than the other re- 
gions of England. 


"When they bring the cruise missles here, we will become hostages of the 
Americans,” Sue Reeve told me, She is the leader of the Labor Party in one 

















of the counties. “You see, the control over this sinister weacon remains 
in the hands of the United States. if they dare to begin war, England 
will become the target of a retaliatory strike,” 


The nuclear alert sounded recentiy in the United States as a result of an 
error in the Pentagon computers showed the british particularly clearly 
the sort of danger p eed to their State on whose territory the American 
weapons are located, A protest movement against the new plans of the 
transatlantic etrategists is gaining momentuws, Aeceatly « National Labor 
Party conference condemned the deployment of cruise missles and neutron 
bombs in the British leles by an overwhelming aajority. 


One does not need to live here a gonth to appreciate the significance of 
this resolution. indeed, it had been approved despite the fact that the 
mass media drum into the Britons’ heads the notion that, as they sav, only 
NATO's nuclear might will save the country from the landing of "Ruceian 
paratroops.” In recent months the official propaganda has added to the 
myth of the “Soviet chreat" the idea that nuclear war is noc so unthink- 
able and that it is entirely possible to survive such a war if a suffi- 
cient number of nuclear bomb shelters were to be built. 


There is one other “argument” with whose help the Tories justify turning 
the country into an American nuclear storage magazine. This “argument” is 
the notorious Atlantic solidarity. Defense Secretary F. Pym keeps reit- 
erating that the decision on the crvise and Pershing missles was unanimous- 
ly approved by the NATO allies. However, more than half a year has passed 
since the bloc's Brussels session at which the resolution was approved and 
a number of members of the Alliance still have not sanctioned the placement 
of missles on their territories. These include Belgium and Holland, “As 
it turne out," sighs the DAILY TELEGRAPH, “the major burden falls on the 
shoulders of England." 


The “hawks” in the conservative cabinet, however, are trying to bring about 
Britain's leadership in Western Europe in the spheres of development of 
chemical weapons and their introduction into NATO's arsenals. 


London television, which had dedicated a special broadcast to this topic, 
showed still photographs of maneuvers in which British servicemen conducted 
“combat operations” under clouds of poisonous gas. Defense Ministry repre- 
sentatives informed the correspondents that, thanks to work done in super- 
secret laboratories in (Porton), England claims to have built on its own 
territory the first NATO chemical and biological weapons test range outside 
of the United States. One would think that they were talking about the 
conclusion of an ordinary business deal and not about the development of a 
barbaric weapon t.rbidden by international lav! 


Another topic of conversation between F. Pyz and a Pentagon chief was the 
replacement of four British Polaris submarines with five new submarines 
equipped with the American Trident missle system. This replacement is 





projected to rua through the 1990's, The Beitieh side revealed that the 
cabinet ainisters have not yet wade a final decision as to which arms 
would be used to renovate Britain's ageing “weapons of fright." However, 
the ECONOMIST as well ae other iotluential publicactons maintaine that 
everything has been decided. Such a “purchase” will cost the Britieh Cea- 
payer five billion pounds sterling. 


What, then, ie the basis for these astronomical expenditures! Ae far back 
as Churchill's time the Tories have been held captive by the notion that 
britain will be able to maintain ite statue as a great power if it can 
have the right to push the auclear button independently and sustain ite 
especial relationship with the United States, In practice, however, this 
relationship reminds one more of the alliance between horee ead rider. 


To begin with, the American Air Force in the British Leles (numbering 300 
planes and 20,000 personnel) is subordinate only to Washington. The in- 
dependence of the British nuclear “weapons of fright" is only iiusory, 
sir. they rely on American means of delivery. in critical situa ions, 
naturally, the United States would act at its own discretion, not consica- 
ering the interests of ite “junior partner” in the least. 


For example, according to a 1976 agreement, provisions have been made for 
consultations with London in those cases when the United States uses the 
island of Diego Garcia in the Indian Ocean for military operations. In 
reality, the White House never even thought of informing Whitehall wh. it 
recently sent aircraft from this base into Iran for a subversive attack, 
Now one more character/stic detail has been discovered after the failure 
of the Iranian venture: without informing ite British hosts, the Pentagon 
directed to Diego Garcia several naval transports with tanke and other 
military equipment intended for its "Rapid Deployment Force." 


In London they know that this action has a pernicious effect on their re- 
lations with other countries in this region, but they are unable to inter- 
fere. Nevertheless, who can guarantee that American politics do not demon- 
strate a deliberate neglect for the interests of America's allies when mat- 
ters concern the regions of che Near and Middle East? 


In addition, the American stance regarding the economic sanctions againet 
Iran has put Whitehall into an embarrassing position, to say the least. 
Margaret Thatcher personally called upon Britain's Common Market partners 
to show loyalty regarding the United States by limiting trade with Iran. 
When the corresponding bill was discussed in the House of Commons, many 
amendments were introduced which turned the sanctions into a formality. 


The conservatives have been in power for more tha a year. Analyzing the 
past months, even representatives of the right-wing establishment are con- 
ing to the conclusion that the unilateral orientation toward Washington 
has turned out not to be a return to former greatness for Britain but 
rather the downfall of its influence in international affairs. The leader 
of the official opposition, J. Callahan, announced that the Prime Minister 

















has proven to be incapable of appreciating the value of dialog ‘th the 
USSR when the leaders of ?rance, Germany and even the United States, he 
emphasized, @aintain open ifnes of communication with Moscow, 


ln other words, britain remains by the side of the road in international 
life. The address of the Labor Party leader, a former head of the govera- 
ment, reflects the uwarest of wide sections of the population due to the 
bellicose politics of the Tories, The British understand wore clearly 
that negotiations and the restoration of good=-neighbor relations, not the 
new generation of American missles, can insure a peaceful future for 
britain and Europe.

"APN' ON BOLIVIA'S TRAGEDY: CIA'S INVOLVEMENT

[Text] Bolivia, so-called to honour Simon Bolivar, the great fighter 
against colonial oppression, spreads on the highlands of thw Andes in the 
very heart of South America, Bolivia is fabulously rich in mineral re- 
sources; including gold, silver, tungsten, ofl and particularly tin. But 
it is not for nothing that the Bolivians bitterly call their homeland "as 
paper on the gold throne.” Appalling poverty is the lot of the Bolivian 
workers, particularly the indians, who constitute the overwhelming major- 
ity of the country's population. The French journal L'EXPRESS once 
observed “Take the Frenchman's average income--rather inadequate, as you 
know--divide it by half and you will have roughly the income of the 
Argentinian. viding that by half, you will get the Ecuadorian's income, 
and one more halving will produce the Bolivian's average income.” 


Bolivia's North American “benefactors” claim that the root cause of the 

Bolivians' plight is the inferiority of the Indians. Several decades ago 
the then US State Secretary, “humanist” and “pescemaker” Frank B. Kellogg, 
who posed as a “human rights champion" in Washington's present-day inter- 
pretation, said about Bolivia that the only way to treat that people was 

to threaten them with the use of force. it is this colonialist principle 
that underlies the entire history of relations between the US and Bolivia. 


But it was not alwaye that Bolivian history was made according to the 
scenario compiled in Washington. In the tumultuous period of the early 
1950's, the Bolivians rose aloft the banner of a hecoic uprising involv- 
am the whole of the people. Miners, farmers and students, exasperated 
*y the unbearable living conditions, dethrowned the “tin barons” and 
crashed the tyranny in fierce struggle. The hard-fought battle of the 
working people was crowned with victory: a decr:e on agrarian reform 
was passed for the first time in South American history and the laws on 
the nationalization of tin mines and the oil industry were adopted. 


It was for the first time since winning political independence that the 
struggle of the masses assumed such a vast scope. A civilian regime led 











by Victor Pag Estenssoro came to power and ruled the country ‘or 12 
years, 4 record for the duration of presidency by South American stand- 
ards. He was toppled by the CIA, which made Rene Barrientos, vas Esten- 
sorro's personal pilot and graduate of a US fiying school, the country's 
president, Having been put to the helm of power by the CIA, Barrientos 
immediately stated : “Today's Bolivia looks only to the West.” The 
recent pilot went too far! not pleased with the sopse of the omnipotent 
Gulf O11 Corporation, of the US, he tried to milk some other American 
companies, After that he was as good as dead. According to the offi- 
cial version, Barrientos's plane, presented to him by the self same Gulf 
Oil, dropped on high-tension power transmission line and exploded. The 
myth was dispelled when firearm wounds were found on the pilot's body 
CIA agents had fired at the plane from a nearby hill. 


Power was taken by General Alfredo Ovando, commander-in-chief of the 
Armed Forces. All of a sudden, the new government declared its inten- 
tion to implement social, economic and political reforms and to put an 
end to imperialist intervention in the country's internal affairs, in 
particular, to cut short the CIA's subversive activities. So the CIA 
toppled one more president, but overlooked the growing anti-imperialist 
sentiments of the Bolivian people, which were embodied in a political 
line by the new head of state, Juan Jose Torres. His patriotic stand 
and anti-imperialist, democratic programme did not suit US imperialisn. 
The CIA did not stop at overthrowing Juan Jose Torres and in 1976, five 
years after the coup which had toppled him, he was shot at and killed in 
Buenos Aires. The widow of the former president put the blame for his 
assassination on the US government. 


Finally, the CIA found its man, General Hugo Banzer Suarez. He estab- 
lished a regime of harsh military and police dictatorship; about 15,000 
people, including Catholic priests, were thrown into prisons for politi- 
cal reasons during his draconian rule. General Banzer's regime collapsed 
in the middle of 1978. His stooge and CIA creature, Juan Pereda Asbun, 
was also short-lived. THE NEW YORK TIMES characterized him as a man with 
good manners and far from barbarian. Like most of present-day Latin 
American dictators, he says that he is a democrat inhis heart of hearts, 
the newspaper remarked. The entire programme of this “democrat” can be 
summed up in the following phrase said by him “I will not permit the 
Communists to come to power!" The general's anti-communism was not popu- 
lar, and a few monthe later he became an ex-president. He was replaced 
at the helm of pover by a group of patriotically-minded officers, who 
eventually, a year ago, handed power over to a constitutional civilian 
government. 


A process of democratic reforms got under way in Bolivia. An amnesty for 
polit&al prisoners was announced, and the Communist Party came out of 
the underground and began working legally for the first time in many 
years. It joined a number of other parties in a mass-scale political 
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bloc, the Front of Democratic and Popular Unity. in ieate June this eoali- 
tion of the left forces won the presidential and parliamentary elections, 
lt was at that moment that the CIA masterminded another wilitary coup, 


The military junta unleashed mase-sceale terror againet the people, Cute 
throats in army uniforms try to suppress the heroic resistance of the 
miners. The blood of women and children ie being shed. Hundreds of 
political prisoners have been herded into the stad‘um in the Bolivian 
Capital, Parallels between Boliva today and the tragedy of the Chilean 
people offer themselves: although the fates of the two countries differ, 
we see the come blood-stained hand of the putechiate. 


The Washington Administration is trying hard to deny any involvement in 
the reactionary coup. Moreover, it is even willing to slightly seold the 
Bolivian generale for their “extremes.” But thie hypocritical stance is 
only calculated to misiead the world public, above all, the Latin Ameri- 
cans, indignant over another suppression of basic human rights. 


In Bolivia US imperialiom is trying to take revenge for ite defeat in 
Central America. It is today that the Nicaraguan people are formally 
celebrating the first anniversary of the victory of their revolution. 
American geopoliticians are pursued by the nightmare of the “domino theory” 
evolved by them: after Nicaragua, the peoples of other Central American 
countries are stepping up their struggle for overthrowing the military 

and police dictatorships brought to power by US imperialien. 


The events in Bolivia have put in sharp relief the absolutely cynical 
hypocrisy of the US ruling circles. This article is being written in 
Moscow, which is now playing host to the Olympic Games. the Carter 
Administration tried in vain to torpedo them under the pretext that 
Afghanistan's sovereignty had been impinged upon. But it is also today 
that the stadium in the Bolivian capital has been turned into a concentra- 
tion camp by the CIA's efforts.

REAGAN'S MILITARISTIC PARTY PLATFORM STRESSED

[Text] Detroit--What next’? Is the question Americans are asking them- 
selves after the end of the Republican convention. 


One local television commentator wittily observed that the oniy drama 
at the present Republican convention was provided by--the weather. And 
indeed the unusual heat for these regions, sticky, as the Americans say, 
from combining with the moist vapors of the Great Lakes, did not release 
Detroit from its clutches for a moment during the convention. For the 
rest the pre-election convention of the party of the elephant, as the 
Republicans have often been called, passed off with no surprises. In 
the course of the four evenings about 2,000 delegates, conforming to 
orchestration planned in advance, “embellished” the speakers’ speeches 
with cries of approval and cacophonous playing on home-made trumpets, 
and on mouth organs and drums, waving flags and placards. 


But the real decisions were adopted not in the sports arena where the 
Congress sessions were held, but nearby, on the 62d story of a massive 
skyscraper complex which housed the headquarters of former governor 

of California Ronald Reagan and the hotel rooms of his closest .wsirtants 
and advisers. As was expected, Reagan's supporters, having enlisted the 
necessary number of votes at the primaries, were in full control of the 
convention's every step. One such step was the adoption of a party 
platform. Analyzing this peculiar collection of the Republicans’ political 
views, most observers note that “it is the most conservative program 

the U.S. Republican Party has ever adopted.” Its foreign policy section 
is built almost entirely on the exposition of hackneyed anticommunist 
tenets from the “cold war" times and calis for a “revival of former U.S. 
might,” and the proposed way of resolving this is the desire to achieve 
“overwhelming military superiority over the Soviet Union.” “o this end 
the Republicans intend to increase expenditure on military preparations 
as much as rossible and--despite the opinion of the world public--to 














refuse to ratify the SALT=2 Treaty, speed up production of MX missiles, 
and embark rapidly on the production of neutron weapons, new Bel bomber 
systems and eo forth, The spirit of militariem permeated the speeches 
of all the main speakers, 


Just what is the reason for the success of the conservative circles in 
the Republican Party that have united around Reagan? One anawer to this 
question can be found in the peculiarity of the current U.S. election 
campaign. The Carter Administration has reached election year with 
practically no achievements on ite record: the hopes pinned on the 
separate deal in a Near East settlement have collapsed, the utterly faise 
and hypocritical gamble on “defending human rights" in the socialist 
countries has been a resounding failure, and the administration's true 
intentions in playing the “China card” are no longer a secret. Add to 
that the sharp deterioration in the U.S. economic situation, the unchecked 
growth of inflation, the constant increase in unemployment and the rise 
in prices, and you have a pretty dismal picture. 


The Republicans have not failed to take advantage of all this. Day in, 
day out they are speaking of Carter's failures, of his inability to cut 
the knot of domestic economic probleme or to find a way out of the foreign 
policy impasse. At the same time certain political commentators note 

that the Republican Party, while making political capital out of the 
Democrats’ failures, is offering virtually no alternative. The main 
emphasis is on arousing chauvinist feelings in a certain section of 
American society, on nostalgic recollections of the times when a "strong 
America could dictate its will to a considerable part of the work " 


So the convention is over. However, the struggle for the minds of ordinary 
voters continues still. Local commentators are unanimous in the opinion 
that the main battles still lie ahead. As before, the Republicans must

USSR FILM OFFICIAL ON NEW FILMS EXPOSING WEST'S LIES, HYPOCRISY

[Text] Several films by cinema publicists, filmed in various countries 

of the world and including materials from foreign cinema newsreels which 
expose the lies and hypocrisy of Western propaganda in the matter of luman 
rights and democratic freedoms, have been shown on the screens of Soviet 
cinemas. (Anatoliy Ivanovich Protsenko), head of the administration of. 
newsreel documentary films of the USSR Goskino [Sentral State Photo- 
graphy and Motion Picture Establishment--Tsentralnoye Gosudarstvennoye 
Fotokinopredpriyatiye], talks about these films: [begin recording] 


I would like to talk in somewhat more detail about three full-length 

films which have just been made in our film studios--a film by Sergey 
Losev and (Trina Sverstnikova) entitled "Plot Against a Republic" 

[Zagovor Protiv Respubliki]. In February this year filming crews were 

in the Democratic Republic of Afghanistan in order to continue the film 
chronicle of the Afghan revolution of April 1978. Director (Sverstnikova) 
and cameraman (Ninayev) arrived in Afghanistan at precisely the time when 
counterrevolutionary bands, equipped with Beijing, American and British 
weapons, invaded Afghanistan from Pakistani territory in order to provoke 
a putsch against the revolutionary government. 


The camera shot these bandits with forged Afghan passports. Ordinary 
Afghans--Afghan patriots--address audiences from the screen in order to 
say how the putschists were forcing dokandar--shopkeepers--at gunpoint 
to close down their shops, how they murdered students, how they set fire 
to institutes and schools. The screen brings to viewers the resolve of 
the people to counter the counterrevolutionary sallies and the cohesion 
of the people. It would be difficult for bourgeois propaganda to have 
something to say against these film documents. The film sequences contain 
weapons bearing Chinese, American and British markings, grenades with 
poisonous substances on which one can clearly read “made in the U.S." 
Film sequences shot on Pakistani territory show the military training of 
bandits who are being trained by instructors who are obviously not of 
Afghan extraction. Finally, film sequences show Brzezinski, assistant 
to President Carter for national security affairs, who visited Pakistan

before this, Through all its film material this film exposes the intrigues 
of the enemies of democratic Afghanistan. And all that is left is for 
one to be amazed at how the bourgeois news nedia are ignoring this truth. 


"This Free World" [ftot Svobodnyy Mir] is a film by Leonid Zamyatin and 
Leonid Mokhnach. It has only been shown for a short time but millions 
of cinemagoers and television viewers have already seen it. The authors 
center their attention on notorious freedoms in the Western world. To 
show how flagrent violations against freedom and human rights are in the 
capitalist countries it is sufficient only to recall the dramatic events 
in Miami--the bloody way the U.S. National Guard dealt with the Negro 
population which demonstrated for its civil rights. The film "This Free 
World" illustrates in a documentary fashion these imaginary freedoms and 
imaginary democracy. The film documents here testify to the disastrous 
social situation in the Western world, chiefly of national minorities, 
and testify to the gross violation of their civil and political rights. 


The film vividly reveals the disrespectful attitude of the U.S. admini- 
stration not only towards the rights of its own citizens but also to 
international law. For instance, the gross interference in the affairs 
of Iran and the aggressive, bellicose policy which thrusts the world back 
to the times of the cold war. And this in itself is very crude disregard 
of the human right to live in peace. Taking part in the film are workers, 
the intelligentsia and young people of the Western countries who note 
with bitterness that in capitalist society it is difficult to count on 
genuine respect for freedom and human rights. 


In the near future a full-length documentary film entitled "Paying For 
Treachery" [Rasplata Za Predatelstvo] will be appearing on the screens. 
The film has been made by director (Yevgeniy Kuzel) and journalists 
Kassis and Kolosov. Shooting this film took place chiefly in the FRG, 

in Munich, where Radio Liberty--a voice which is known to everyone for 
its anti-Soviet timber--is located. The film is about what sort of 
people work in this center, about what they look like. As a rule they 
are betrayors of their homelands, former war criminals who have settled 
in the West and who are now keeping themselves from paying for their evil 
deeds. Maliciously minded against everything that is Soviet, these people 
are prepared to carry out the dirtiest work in a foreign country. They 
carry out this work by pouring out torrents of lies and slander against 
a country in which their brothers, sisters and parents live and work. 

The film contains sequences about a tourist trip by one of these renegades 
to Soviet Tajikistan, where he was born and lived. The screen shows the 
harsh truth of how this person, crying at the grave of his mother, does 
not and cannot get the sympathy of his own brother, who looks at him 
like at someone who has gone into nonexistence. These people from the 
world of nonexistence form the main contingent at anti-Soviet ideological 
and subversive centers. It is said that lies have short legs, that lies 
{word indistinct], and that only the truth can stop or expose them, 














I think that one of the strongest truths against lies is the truth of a 
film document. At present our cinema publicists are completing work on 

a number of documentary films in which the real essence of the anti- 
popular policies of the capitalist West will be revealed. Director 
Yekaterina Vermisheva is making a full-length film about the military, 
economic and political support of dictatorial regimes in the dangerous 
intrigues of the United States against the peoples of these countries, 
which have risen to struggle for national independence and social justice, 
Director-cameramen (Ratsulov) and (Kopalin) are now shooting a film 
devoted to the national liberation struggle of the peoples of the Near 
and Middle East against American and Israeli expansion in this region, 
Director Mokhnach is preparing a new film in which the policy of pressure 
by the United States on its West European allies, with the aim of drawing 
them even more actively into unleashing the arms rac and into the aggra- 
vation of the international situation, will be exposed. 


A film which is now being shot in the central documentary films studio 
will depict the new peace initiatives of the Soviet Union and the socialist 
countries. I have named only several of the 300 documentary films which 
are made in Soviet film studios every year. Through every film our 

cinema publicists confirm the high humaneness of our society and the 
justice and correctness of Soviet domestic and foreign policy, the main 
aim of which are the peace and happiness of people.

STRUGGLE FOR FREEDOM IN SOUTH ArRICA

(text? The main event in Africa in 1980 is the 
irth of its 50th independent state--the Republic of 
Zimbabwe. By suffering a defeat in Rhodesia, impe- 
rialism and raciem lost one of their important foot- 
holds on the African continent. However, the death 
struggle of racism and colonialiem on the continent 
may be protracted and bloody. In an article for 
ZARYA VOSTOKA, D. Kasatkin, member of the editorial 
board of the magazine AZIYA I AFRIKA SEGODNYA, writes 
about this. 


The south of Africa is rightfully considered one of the "hot" regions of 
our planet. The peoples' struggle against rasiem and apartheid and for 
national and social liberation is growing stronger with each day here. 
This struggle, which encompasses the largest colonial and racist area in 
the thern part of the African continent--the RSA /Republic of South 
Afri and Namibia, is the response of 25 million Africans to the bar- 
barian system of oppression and enslavement existing in the region. 


/The racist policies of the RSA are dooming the nonwhite majority to a 
wretched existence, unemployment, backwardness, disease, and early death 
from starvation and deprivation. Thus, a special commission of the UN 
Economic and Social Council, which investigated the situation in the RSA 
in 1977, determined that Africans, who make up 70 percent of the popula- 
tion, receive just 20 percent of the total income, whereas the whites 
(less than 20 percent of the population) receive 75 percent./ 
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Under the conditions of the Africans' growing struggle, the .atensificae- 
tion of protests throughout the world against the KSA rulers' apartheid 
is speeding up the so-called policy of bantustanizetion. It provides 
for the creation on its territory of a number of "independent states" 

on an ethnic basis, in which the Africans must live, 


It ie clear that the establishment of fictitious, helpless states does 
not change the foundations of the policy of apartheid. The entire inno} 
vation is just that Africans living in bantustans will be working in en= 
terprises of the "white" RSA as foreigners, upon whom the racists will 
be able to inflict even greater tyranny and violence. 


Racial segregation in Namibia, as the French newspayer LE MONDE notes, 

is implemented "with the same severity as in the RSA." In spite of a UN 
resolution, this country in southwest Africa with a population of 850,000 
was occupied by the RSA in 1966, when the 2lst UN General Assembly Ses- 
sion adopted a reerslution abolishing the RSA mandate to govern the terri- 
torv. The United Nations has repeatedly reaffirmed the right of the 
people of Namibia to self-determination and independence. In 1967, the 
UN Council on Namibia, the goal of which is preparation of the country 
for independence, was established. But the racists do not permit members 
of the council into the country. 


/Flagrantly flouting the UN resolution, the RSA is carrying out a policy 
of colonial repression in Namibia. In the example of the RSA bantustans, 
the establishment of "homelandc"--fictitious self-governed "states"--is 
being envisaged for Namibia. However, the colonialist essence of these 
plans was quickly discovered both in Africa itself and beyond its bor- 
ders. Attempting to delude international public opinion, the RSA autho- 
rities resorted to a maneuver: they declared their intention to create 
an "independent state" in Namibia which would be headed by tribal chiefs 
loyal to them. But the patriotic forces of this country, headed by the 
South West African People's Organization (SWAPO), are repudiating the 
plans of the colonialists and declaring their determination to continue 
the struggle to victory./ 


The armed struggle of the patriots of Namibia is continually gaining in 
scope. It is headed by SWAPO, which expresses the interests and aspira- 
tione of all the people of Namibia. The increased prestes of this or- 
ganization is attested by the fact that the ‘nited “ations and the Orga- 
nization of African Unity have recognized it as the sole legal represen- 
tative of the people of Namibia. The RSA racists are attempting to crush 
the just struggle of the Namibian people by force of arms. Their main 
efforts are directed against SWAPO. In attempting to weaken it, the 
racist authorities are arresting SWAPO activists, ruling with monstrous 
tyranny, dealing cruelly with the patriots, and subjecting the camps of 
Namibians in neighboring African countries to barbaric bombings. 
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The peoples of the RSA are stepping up the struggle against the regine 
of apartheid and racism for freedom and independence. The situation in 
thie region is characterized by the fight between two opposing forces on 
@ more and more clearcut social and class basis. On the one hand there 
are the racists, supported by Western powers and local black puppets, 


and on the other hand there are the enn masses, oy eS against 
all forme of racial discrimination ‘s exploitation 


In attempting to crush the Africans' struggle and to compel them to re- 
sign themselves to the fanatic regime of apartheid, the ruling circles 
of Pretoria are resorting to terror, mass arrests, and murder of the pa- 
triots. But such a policy will not bring the racists the desired re- 
sults. The struggle ie continually growing in scope every day. 


Speaking about the situation which ie taking place {n South Africa, L. I. 
Brezhnev emphasized: ‘The source of the threat to relaxation of interna- 
tional tension is the policy directed against the peoples who are carry- 
ing on a struggle there for liberation from colonial racist oppression, 
against neocolonialism, and for independence and social progress, but 
not the peoples’ struggle for their rights by itself at all." 


Experience shows that the imperialist powers are putting up decisive op- 
position to all efforts by the national patriotic forces of South Africa 
to find a peaceful approaci: to resolve the burning probleme of this re- 
gion. The monopolies of the United States, Britain, the FRG, France, 

and a number of other countries are receiving huge profits from the un- 
controlled exploitation of natural and human resources of Namibia and the 
RSA and are taking strategic and other valuable raw materials out of 
there. 


/Thus, for example, the U.S, share of strategic raw materials imported 
from Africa is composed of: 100 percent of the industrial diamonds; 50 
percent of the uranium; 44 percent of the manganese, used in the metal- 
lurgical industry; 36 percent of the cobalt, used in the aviation indus- 
try; and 23 percent of the chromium, needed in the manufacture of armor 
and aircraft engines. The United States and other Western powers take 
a large amount of cadmium, used in the production of .u.lear reactors, 
out of Africa. It should be stressed that most of these forms of raw 
materials are extracted in the RSA and Namibia./ 


The imperialist: powers are ststvitig-to keep South Africa at any cost as 
a platform for a neceolenialist offensive aghinst the young independent 
states on the contineritan Phey are persistehtlg.arming the racists. In 
recent years the RSA has received large batches of American militury 

transport aircraft, French fighters, and other mlitary supplies. West 


German equipment for uranium enrichment plants and American nuclear re- 
actors are being delivered to the RSA. 














The cruel struggle of many years for the liberation of South Africa could 
be concluded if there were no secret and obvious aid to the raciste by 
the Western powers and international monopolies. Tiis policy ise costing 
the peoples of South Africa dearly; it is paid for in blood, hundreds of 
thousands of human lives, millions of refugees, and incalculable suffer- 
ing. The recent proclamation of the independent Republic of Zimbabwe is 
visible success of this struggle. 


The Soviet Union and countries of the socialist community are true and 
reliable friends of the struggling peoples of South Africa, and are pre- 
viding them with material and political assistance and diplomatic suppo:t 
in their just struggle. The day when South Africa's colonial night will 
end and the sun of freedom will shine is not far off!

AFRICAN ECONOMIC PROGRESS DEPENDENT ON UNITY

(Text) Upon a close familiarization with the material of the 17th Session 
of the OAU Assembly of Heads of State and Government recently held in Free- 
town (Sierra Leone) one involuntarily returns mentally to the hall of Africa 
House in Addis Ababa, where the OAU was set up in 1963. It was right there 
that the appeal “Africa Must Unite" resounced with full force. 


The events which have occurred in Africa in these 1/ years have fully con- 
firmed the very great significance of the unity of the continent's peoples 
for the struggle against imperialism, colonialism, racism and apartheid. 
"Africa's powerful weapon in the struggle ogainst imperialism and colonial- 
ism is, as before, its unity,” Comrade L. |. Srezhnev wrote in his congratu- 
lations to the states and peoples of Africa on Africa Liberation Day in 1979. 


The winning of the independence of Zimbabwe, which became the continent's 
50th free state, was a big success of the Africa peoples recently. African 
unity undoubtedly played a tremendous part in this event; the unity of the 
"frontline states" primarily and the unity of all African countries which 
have set as their priority goal--and it is recorded in the OAU Charter-- 
the speediest liberation of the entire continent from the remnants of col- 
onialism and racism, including its most barbaric manifestation--apartheid. 
The national liberation struggle in Africa has now been set a concrete 
goal--Namibia's independence and the elimination of apartheid in the Repub- 
lic of Sovth Africa. Mozambique President Samora Machel was perfectly cor- 
rect in saying at the OAU Assembly in Freetown that “this session is called 
on to be the session of Namibia's liberation.” 


The achievement of this goal has been facilitated by the liberation of 
Zimbabwe. Nevertheless, Namibia's liberation is no easy matter. The fact 
must not be lost sight of thet racism in Africa “has its back to the wall." 

















For this reason there is an increase both in ite resistance and in the sup=- 
port lent the racists by world imperialism. Before it perishes, racienm 
will act like a crazed predator. Ic is not fortuitous, therefore, that as 
the positions of raciem in Airica have weakened, ite actions have become 
more aggressive. it is sufficient to refer to the recent undisguised ag- 
gression against Angola. In Zimbabwe iteelf impudent South Africans have 
Organized the recruitment of mercenaries into auti-Zimbabwe detachments. 
Other surprises may be expected from the racist rulers, All this demands 
increased vigilance both on the part of the African pe ples ani! all progres- 
sive torces of mankind. 


There is one further feature which qualitatively distinguishes events in 
Namibia from events in Zimbabwe. Prior to obtaining its independence, 
Zimbabwe had always been a state separate from the Republic of South Africa, 
although connected with it by ideological and other ties. Namibia has been 
occupied by the Republic of South Africa for 60 years. In this tirw the 
racist rulers have done all in their power to incorporate Namibia's economy 
in the circulatory system of the Republic of South Africa. For this reason 
the liberation of Namibia would represent an irremediable blow to the en- 
tire racist system of the Republic of South Africa. Whence the racists’ 
frenzied resistance to the struggle for independence being waged by the peo- 
ple of Namibia under the leadership of their own organization--the South- 
West Africa People's Organization. Whence also essentially the collective 
nature of this resistance on the part not only of the transnational monopo- 
lies and the Republic of South Africa itself but also the imperialists in 
the countries forming the so-called "contact group" (the United States, 
Britain, the FRG, Canada and France). 


By virtue of this, the anti-‘imperialist unity of the African countries and 
peoples acquires even greater significance than hitherto. I would like to 
draw attention to the fact that the African countries link the struggle for 
liberation with the struggle for peace, considering it also a most import- 
ant goal of African unity. At the present time, as events in the south of 
Africa show, the danger emanating from the constant military hotbed which 
is the racist regime in the Republic of South Africa has increased many 
times over. For this reason support for the struggle of the southern African 
peoples on the part of the world public must be increased inasmuch as the 
Republic of South Africa hotbed threatens more than just the continent of 
Africa. 


The current situation in Africa also raises the question of broadening the 
concept of African unity. In actual fact, being in its content and aims 
anti-imperialist (liquidation of the system of colonialism throughout the 
continent), under concrete conditions it has in practice acquired a predomi- 
nantly antiracist character. This has united, despite different foreign and 
domestic policy orientations, the overwhelming majority, if not all, of 
African independent states. Malawi remains the sole country, evidently, 
which has not concealed its relations with the Pretoria regime. There have 
been trends toward compromising with the racist regime in the Republic of 








South Africa in certain other states, but they have not been advertised 
and have been justified by economic needs. These trends, although they 
have reduced the effectiveness «f the unity, have not been able to weaken 
it appreciably. Antiraciat sencimente in Africa have proved higher chan 
411 individual mercenary considerations. 


Comprehension of anti-imperialiet unity in the broad meaning of thie word 
ie another matter. While pursuing an antiraciet policy certain estates ee- 
sentially stop at thie, not tealiging that raciem te born of imperialien. 

At the same time they are ready to effect compromises, with, in particular, 
imperialiem iteelf, cooperating with the monopolies, granting the imperial- 
ist powersmilitary bases and even alining themselves with the anti-Soviet, 
antisocialiat policy of the Washington Adminiatrat ion. 


Although Namibia has not yet been liberated and the apartheid eyetem, which 
ie undergoing gerely slight cosmetic operations, etili rules in the Republic 
of South Africa, Africa is already being confronted by new tasks in ite anti- 
imperialist struggle. These tasks have bees brought up before, but now, 
when the victory over raciem is acquiring concrete outlines, their accomp- 
lishment is becoming increasingly practicable Such a task is, undoubtedly, 
the social and economic liberation of the \frican countries and peoples, 
which should occur owing to their political independence and on the basis 
of their national liberation. This task is currently being moved to the 
forefront by the events occurring in the sourh of the continent. The liber- 
ation of Zimbabwe has raised even more pointedly the question of the South 
African countries’ economic dependence on the racist Republic of South 
Africa and, in this connection, on foreign monopolies. This issue hovered 
in the meeting halls of the Freetown OAU Assembly Session, but discussion 
of ic in earnest, as they say, was prevent oa by intra-African events which 
are eroding wity (the evente in Chad, the imperialists’ intrigues in the 
Horn of Atrica and so forth). Summing up the results of the session, OAU 
Secretary General Edem Kojo expressed a desire for the OAU's “more exten- 
sive discussion of the question of development” and regretted that “politi- 
cians’ quarrels” are preventing this. 


The relevance and appropriateness of che formulation of the “question of 
development" are confirmed, for example, by such a fact as the recent con- 
ference of the nine countries bordering the Republic of South Africa on joint 
measures in the sphere of the economy aimed at relieving and putting an end 
to excessive economic dependence on their racist neighbor. Without collec- 
tive measures and without economic unity these countries cannot conceive 

of a strengthening of their independence and successful resistance to Pre- 
toria, which had earlier drawn up and pushed through plans for setting up 

a so-called “constellation of South African estates.” 


It is quite out of the question that Africa's economic and social libera- 
tion can be achieved without a strengthening of African unity. Individual 
countries simply do not have sufficient forces either for the accomplish- 
@ent of economic tasks or successful resistance to the onslaught of the 














traneco itinental monopolies. And these tasks are determined | the diffi- 
cult economic position of independent Africa. Recesatl, the above-mentioned 
idem Kojo made public the report"The Socioeconomic Situation in Africa in 
the 1970's and Prospects for the 1980's." According to the data of this 
report, the annual increase in the national product in the African countries 
fell from 5 percent in the 1960's to 4.5 percent in the 1970's (the percent- 
age was even lower for the less developed countries--3,2). The African 
countries’ indebtedness grew considerably ae a subordinate result of "aid" 
on the part of the capitalist powers. it rose from $7 billion in 1965 to 
$65 billion in 1977, The balance of payments deficit quadrupled from 1973 
through 1976 and amounted to $8 billion. But the most dangerous aspect = + 
that inter-African trade, which determines the strength of unity's economic 
base, declined from 5.2 percent in 1970 to 2.5 percent in 1979. 


Nor are the figures of the FAO (UN Food and Agriculture Organization) of 
much comfort: 70 million people suffer from malnutrition in Africa, and 
Africans are on average obtaining 10 percent less products than 10 yea s 
ago. This situation, FAO Director General Edouard Saouma says, is expisined 
by the fact that population growth is outstripping the growth of agricul- 
tural production. Whence the continuous increase in food imports--11 mil- 
lion tons of grain in 1978 compared with 4.2 million tons in 1970. All 

this entails the danger of Africans’ even greater enslavement by the inter- 
continental monopolies, which import the grain and other foodstuffs into 
Africa. 


There is no need to cay that the majority of difficulties being experienced 
by Africa are a consequence of the imperialist policy of the Western powers, 
who plundered this continent and stole its human resources with impunity 

for centuries. The former mother cities, which bear the responsibility for 
all this, even now attempt to regard Afri a as their patrimony where the 
transnational monopolies may operate vachecked. 


it will not be easy for any individual African state to cope with and sur- 
mount the existing economic difficulties. And in this question also it will 
be impossible to get by without a strengthening of African unity, even less 
so in that speculating on economic and, particularly, food difficulties con- 
stitutes a considerable part of the imperialist powers’ neocolonialist po- 
licy. These difficulties are becoming a weapon of imperialism against the 
African countries’ social and economic liberation. The initiative of the 
nine southern African countries in the matter of collective resistance to 
the racist fettering economic policy deserves the utmost support. its 

value will be felt particularly when such unification becomes an integral 
parc of an all-African front of ‘truggle for social and economic Liberation. 
it is clear that the OAU has come very close to the boundary at which anti- 
imperialist unity in the economic sphere becomes one of the organization's 
most important tasks. 











True, both in West and Bast Africa a search continues for economic coopera 
tion in the form of the creation of organisations of the Weat African POOWA:

of fighting African unity. It cannot be ruled out, for example, that the 
Republic of South Africa racists will also employ this weapon agai wet the 
young independent state of Zimbabwe. Surmounting tribaliem ie a mont import- 
ant task confronting the African fighters for social and economic Lib >ra- 
tion. This is an objective factor which cannot be avoided and which c.onnot 
be brushed aside. According to incomplete data, there are from 200 to 2.0 
nationalities in Africa. Nigeria, in particular, alone has 50 nationalities, 
and Ethiopia has 35.

Gens The leadership of the PRC ie encountering great difficulties on 
he paths of moderniring the Chinese economy. Sharp disproportions are 
retained among sectors of the national economy, they are short of raw 
materiale, fuel, energy, and a skilled labor force, and financial re- 
sources and stocks of convertible foreign exchange are seager. The eco- 
nomy of Chine aleo is running into problems from another side--the social 


aspect. 


In 1979, according to published data, there were about 20 million unes- 
ployed in the country's cities. And although 
more than 7 million persons were placed in jobs 
nevertheless did not succeed in basically resol 
cepecially since every year sore than 5 sillion 
plete city secondary schools. 


In many respecte, oo impedes modernigation. About 3 million

In this connection, 4 problem has arisen-how can labor productivity and 
production efficiency be increased? in thie case, in fact, a large nun- 
ber of workers will have to be dismissed, and not just the ones newly 
taken on. Heijine's import policy aleo is generating opposition from 
managers and workers, Vast foreign exchange expenditures for modern 
equipment not only do not contribute to the establishment of a large 
number of new work places, but on the contrary, @ake many existing en- 
terprises unprofitable and unnecessary. In such @ situation, the Chinese 
leaders' appeals to increase labor productivity and reduce expenditures 
are hanging in the air, naturally. 


Feonomiste believe that the induetry of the PRC will be developed for 
years to come without bringing manpower in from the countryside. And 

as is well known, about 20 million young persons of working age show up 
there every year, and they must be given work. Less and less hands will 
be required to the extent that mechanization ie used in agriculture. for 
thie reason, the peasants’ income will increase more and more slowly and 
lag farther and farther behind the standard of living in the city. Sven 
now there is a vast gulf between the countryside and the city: on the 
average, workers' wages are 10 times higher than the incomes pf rural 
residents, and none of the latter can move to the city at will, since 

he will receive neitner work nor authorization for a residence there. 

Ae long as 80 percent of the Chinese population lives in the countryside, 
the process taking place today is a delayed-action bomb with a progres- 
sively accelerating timing mechanian. 


It is doubtful whether the economy of the PRC will be developed succeses- 
fully if the authorities do not ganage to overcome workers' indifference 
to the resulte of their labor and make them work more conscientiously 
and intensively. At firet glance it may appear that the Chinese worker 
should be interested in obtaining « higher job category or position, 
since the difference in the wages of highly skilled and unskilled work- 
ere is very significant. However, as experience shows, this ie purely 
@ formal stimulus, since hiring in China is strictly regulated by appro- 
priate organs, and advancement in service basically is brought about by 
taking political trustworthiness into account, and depends little on just 
diligence and the labor efforte of the worker himself. 


Moreover, the Chinese is not always in condition to perform difficult 
and intensive work because of inadequate nourishment. Ae Li Xiannian, 
deputy premier of the PRC State Council, has asserted, 100 million per- 
sons in the country are undernourished. Meat consumption amounts to 5.4 
kilograms per person annuelly. 


In recent years in China, they have returned to the system of bonus pay- 
ment as a more direct form of economic incentive, since political slogans 
and appeals alone heave turned out to be manifestly inadequate. But in 

practice it very soon became clear that everyone receives the bonuses at 





one time. In January this year, Deng Xiaoping accused enter,,;.5e mana- 
gers of the overexpenditure of 2 billion yuan on bonuses. Following 
this, an official circular was issued stating that bonuses are not to be 
distributed for the Chinese New Year, 


The reason for the emergence of such a situation is completely clear. 
They have not increased workers' wages in 10-15 years, and for many the 
wares do not even reach @ subsistence minimum, For this reason, any 
local manager, naturally, tries to take advantage of the bonus fund to 
improve the workers' situation, at least a little. In addition, both 
the workere and managers of plants and factories, to all appearances, 
think--in fact, the Maoists reiterated this for more than 20 yeare--that 
differentiation in incomes is a remnant of capitaliem or, as they said 
just a few years ago, an element of "bourgeois law." Hence the wide- 
spread trend in the country toward wage-leveling. 


Local managers alco often simply do not want to carry out Beijing's ui- 
rectives because they consider the present economic course a temporar, 
phenomenon, When it is changed, they are afraid, since this has happened 
time and again in the past and they call it a "right-wing infection," 
"restoration of capitaliam," and other well-known terms, that many will 
have to answer for everything.

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SHAKHNAZAROV BOOK ON FUTUROLOGY IN WEST REVIEWED

eview by Ernst Genri of the book "Fiasko futurologii" by G. Kh. 
» Goctor of juridical sciences, Politisdat/ 


Nearly all of us want to glance into "the future." What is 
? Not tomorrow, not in a year or two, but in a decade, in the 2let 
century or even later, for example. What kind of world and what kind of 
life will it be, and what kind of people will our grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren be? 


The answer should be provided not by fantastic novels, but by serious 
ecientific conceptions of the future based on thorough research of the 
trends of historical development. Is this worth studying? Unquestion-~- 
ably. We must think far ahead. 


We know that mankind already has a pattern for the future--a reliable 

pattern based on strictly scientific grounds. That is the Marxist-Lenin- 
ist concept of a classless society which has rid itself of internal con- 
tradictions and done away with social injustice, which mobilises the gi- 
gantic forces of nature for each and every person, bringing about person- 
al freedom. A large part of the world's population shares such a con~- 

cept of social development in our time, and no one has succeeded in dis- 


proving it yet; history ie confirming ite practicability day after day. 


But bourgeois society, the decline of which has been scientifically 
proven by Marxiem, refuses to believe in such a future or to tolerate 
it. This is why a kind of new "science," called "futurology" by its 
followers, is appearing in the West. 


All sorts of alternatives to communies are being persistently ‘nvented, 
even at the cost of repudiating some of the features of modern capital- 
iem. Some kind of economic and social turning point in history is being 
predicted which transforms everything in it, turning it to some course 
which has not been foreseen to this day. Thus an entire "land of the 
future," which has become highly popular in the West, is coming into 
being. 











A new /book by G. Kh. Shakhnagarov, ‘Fiasko futurologii," puoiished by 
Politisdat/ /in boldface/, also is devoted to examining and exposing 
such non-Marzist concepts of the future. The auth.c, a doctor of juridi- 
cal sciences, analyzes the theories of three of the nost widespread 
schools of futurologists at present which are devising false alternatives 
to a communist future. 


He calle the first of euch pseudoalternatives "techaoivzical idylis" 
Ztekhnoidillii7. This is the notion of omnipotent scientific and tech- 
nical progress which overturus everything, replacing the socialist rev’- 
lution, ostensibly making it unnecessary. Adherente of this school main- 
tain that there ie no class struggle in our age, but that the progress 
of science and technology determines the forme of the social structure, 
resolving mankind's basic urgent problems. Technology, by moving ahead 
swiftly and continuously, they say, provides the people with everything 
they need. 


The second school of futurology draws the same conclusion, but in this 
case it proceeds from another assumption: from belief in so-called 
"convergence," that is, gradual rapprochement, and then the merging of 
the two opposing social systems which now exist. The same scientific 
and technica] progress supposedly makes such a convergence inevitable. 
And what will emerge in the world when both systems merge with each 
other? The ideas of the futurologists are clearly evident--in their 
notion, some new, slightly reformed and "rejuvenated" capitaliam, which 
nevertheless preserves the basis of the foundations of the old system: 
private ownership of the means of production. In other words, there is 
no place for communism in such a society in this case, either. 


Tt is noteworthy that supporters of this trend include such Western soci- 
Ologists and political scientists as J. Galbraith, P. Sorokin, W. Rostow, 
(Ya, Tinbergen), and other figures linked with their countries' ruling 
circles. 


The third futurological school is international social democracy. It 
believes that in “the future" neither one nor the other will prevail. 
This means that both capitalism and socialism should exist forever, and 
--somewhere betweman them--there is some kind of hybrid reformist pattern 
under the guise of "democratic socialiam."" The fundamental concept of 
Ke. Marx and F. Engels has been discarded once and for all by the modern 
right-wing social democrats. 


In his book, G. Kh. Shakhnazarov examines in detail all three of the 
futurologists' concepts and desonstrates the bankruptcy of each one of 
them. His conclusion is that "neither ‘technological idylls,' nor the 
convergence theory, nor the notion of ‘democratic socialism' consti. ute 
any serious competition for that prospect of the future revealed by the 
Marxist-Leninist theory. They are false prospects."

Futurology cannot correctly answer the question which mankind is asking 
iteelf--the question 'Quo vadis?" Marxiem-Leniniem has »~rovided the an- 
swer to it, concludes the author (G, Kh. Shakhnagarov's ook "Soteia) ist. 
icheskaya sud'ba chelovechestva"” /fhe Socialist Destiny uf Mankind/, 
which 7 published previously, also by Politisdat, discusses thie in 
detail). 


When a social system which is growing decrepit ie moving from crisis to 
crisis on the way to ite historical end, it is quite natural that ite 
frightened thinkers try with all their might to invent some different, 
positive future for it--or else in despair they predict the destruction 
of the entire planet as a last resort. The founder of futurology, 0. 
(Flechtheim), for example, does not even exclude the possibility that 
mankind, in the event of total nuclear war, will sink into barbarias and 
perish in the end. 


Ae a rule, however, futurologists think up optimistic versions of the 
future for the capitalist system. But is this system iteelf becoming 
better and stronger from this? Futurology cannot cure capitaliaw, which 
is suffering from serious organic defects. 


This book is worth reading, not only for sociologists, philosophers and 
political scientists, but for persons of that generation, regardless of 
occupation, who will have occasion to see "the future” and give it con- 
tent.

Moscow PRAVDA in Russian 26 Jun 80 pp 1-3 


(Law of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republicsgon the Basic Powers of Kray 
and Oblast Soviets of Peoples Deputies and the Soviets of Peoples Deputies 
of Autonomous Oblasts and Autonomous Okrugs) 


{[Text) Chapter I. General Provisions 


Article 1. The Kray and Oblast Soviet of Peoples Deputies, and the 
Soviet of Peoples Deputies of the Autonomous Oblast and Autonomous 
Okrug--an Organ of State Power 


According to the USSR Constitution the kray and oblast soviet of peoples 
deputies and the soviet of peoples deputies of the autonomous oblast and 
autonomous district is an organ of state power in the kray, the oblast, 
the autonomous oblast, and the autonomous okrug. 


The kray, oblast, and okrug soviet of peoples deputies resolves all issues of 
local significance on the basis of state interests and the interests of citi- 
zens residing within the territory of the soviet, it implements the decisions 
of superior state organs, it manages the activities of subordinated soviets of 
peoples deputies, and it participates in discussion of issues having republic 
and all-union significance, while the soviet of peoples deputies of the auto- 
nomous oblast and the autonomous okrug also deals with issues having signi- 
ficance to the kray and the oblast. and it submits its proposals on them. 


Article 2. Legislation of the USSR and Union Republics on Kray, Oblast, 
and Okrug Soviets 


Legislation of the USSR and the union republics on kray, oblast, and okrug 
soviets of peoples deputies consists of the present law and USSR legislative 
documents published in accordance with it, laws on kray and oblast soviets, 
laws on autonomous oblasts and autonomous okrugs, and other legislative docu- 
ments of the union republics. 


Article 3. The Order of Elections to the Kray, Oblast, and Okrug Soviet 


The kray, oblast, and okrug soviet of peoples deputies is elected on the basis 
of the right of universal, equal, and direct election by secret ballot. The 
term of service of officials elected to the kray, oblast, and okrug soviet is 
two and a half years. 
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The order of elections to the kray, oblast, and okrug soviet is determined in 
accordance with the USSR Constitution by laws of the wnion republic, 


Article 4. Basic Principles Governing the Activities of Kray, Oblast, 
and Okrug Soviets 


The activities of the kray, oblast, and okrug soviet of peoples deputies is 
structured on the basis of collective, free, effective discussion and resolu- 
tion of issues, public disclosure, regular reporting by the executive commit~ 
tee, and by other organs created by the soviet, to the soviet and the people, 
and broad encouragemer’ of citizens to participate in their work. 


The kray, oblast, and okrug soviet performs its activities in precise compli- 
ance with the requirements of socialist legality and the state plans for eco~ 
nomic and social development, and in close union with social organizations and 
labor collectives, it submits the most important issues for discussion by 
citizens, it directs the activities of local volunteer societies, it assists 
them in their vork, and it develops the population's social independence. 


The kray, oblast, and okrug soviets and the organs they create systematically 
inform the public about their work and the decisions they mak . 


Article 5. Exercise of Leadership Over State, Economic, and Socio- 
cultural Development by the Kray, Oblast, and Okrug Soviet 


The kray, oblast, and okrug soviet of peoples deputies manages state, economic, 
and sociocultural development on its territory: It approves plans of economic 
and social development and the budget of the kray, oblast, autonomous oblast, 
and autonomous okrug; it exercises leadership over state organs, enterprises, 
institutions, and organizations subordinated to it; it exercises state leader- 
ship over kolkhozes, other cooperative organizations, and their associations; 
it promotes reinforcement of the country's defense capabilities; it insures 
compliance with the laws and with state and labor discipline, maintenance of 
state and public order, and protection of the rights of citizens. 





Enterprises, institutions, and organizations servicing predominantly the 
population of the kray, oblast, and okrug are under kray, oblast, and okrug 
subordination. The order of placing such enterprises, institutions, and 
organi.ations in kray, oblast, and okrug subordination is established by 
USSR and union republic legislation. 


Article 6. Promotion, by the Kray, Oblast, and Okrug Soviet, of Inte- 
grated Economic and Social Development on Its Territory. Mutual Rela- 
tionships With Enterprises, Institutions, and Organizations at Higher 
Levels of Authority 


The kray, oblast, and okrug soviet of peoples deputies promotes, within the 
limits of its powers, integrated economic and social development on its terri- 
tory; it monitors compliance with the law by enterprises, institutions, and 
organizations at higher levels of authority located within the territory; it 
coordinates and monitors their activities associated with land use, nature 
conservation, construction, utilization of manpower, production of consumer 
goods, and provision of sociocultural, personal, and other services to the 
public. The kray, oblast, and okrug soviet hears reports from enterprise, 
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institution, and organization directors on these issues, makes decisions on 
these reports, and makes its own proposals to appropriate higher organs when 
necessary. The soviet's proposals are subject to mand.cory ed< ination. 

The results of such an examination must be communicated to the soviet. 


The ministries, state committees, ana departments of the USSR and the union 
republic insure that subordinated enterprises, associations, and organizations 
would submit control figures and the basic indicators of draft plans and 
approved plans, with the exception of defense production plans, to kray, 
oblast, and okrug soviets of peoples deputies in accordance with their loca- 
tions, and they consider the conclusions of these soviets when writing and 
approving plans and schemes for development and distribution of national 
economic sectors and industrial sectors on their *erritory. 


Part of the profits of republic-subordinated enterprises and business organi- 
zations located on the territory of kray, oblast, and okrug soviets is trans- 
ferred into the budgets of the krays, oblasts, autonomous oblasts, and auto- 
nomous okrugs. The dimensions of these deductions and the order of their 
posting in budgets are established by union republic legislation. 


Union-subordinated enterprises and business organizations also participate ir 
formation of income in the budgets of the krays, oblasts, autonomous oblasts, and 
autonomous okrugs. The forms and methods of this participation are esta- 
blished by USSR legislation. 


Article 7. Exercise of Leadership Over the Activities of Subordinated 
Soviets by the Kray, Oblast, and Okrug Soviet 


Exercising leadership over the activities of subordinated soviets of peoples 
deputies, the kray, oblast, and okrug soviet of peoples deputies directs their 
work aimed at implementing laws and other decisions of higher state organs, 
the plans of economic and social development, and integrated national, repub - 
lic, intersector, and regional projrams, it studies, generalizes, and dissemi- 
nates the work experience of the soviets, it promotes improvements in the 
forms and methods of their activities, and it promotes the training and up- 
grading of workers employed by soviet organs. 


The kray, oblast, and okrug soviet gives audience to reports and communica- 
tions on the activities of subordinated soviets and their executive commit- 
tees, and it has the right to revoke actions of subordinated soviets in the 
event that they are incompatible with the law. 


Article 8. Participation of the Deputies of the Kray, Oblast, and 
Okrug Soviet in the Soviet's Exercise of State Power 


The exercise of powers by the kray, oblast, and district soviet of people» 
deputies is based on active participation of each deputy of the soviet in 
its work. A deputy exercises his powers without leave from his regular 
production or service activities. 


At times when the soviet is in session and when the executive committee and 
permanent commission to which he is eie.ced meets, arc well as when he 
performs activities in behalf of the soviet and its executive committee, 
the deputy of a kray, oblast, and okrug soviet is freed from his production 
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OF Service responsibiiities, retaining his average pay at his piace of 
permanent emiloyment. A deputy of a kray, Oblast, and district soviet is 
afforded other guarantees of a deputy's activities, as established by UssR 
and union republic legislation, 


Chapter II. The Cometency of Kray and Oblast Soviets of Peoples Deputies 


Article 9. Powers Associated With Planning, Material-Technical Supply, 
Accounting, and Accountability 


The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies: 


1) approves current and long-range plans for economic social development 
of the kray and oblast, organizes and monitors implementation of these 
plans, and approves rep ts on their execution; considers the dictates of 
the voters and proposals of labor collectives when drawing up current and 
long-range plans; takes steps to improve planning work, to achiove a 
sensible combination of territorial and sector development, and to insure 
balanced growth of the economy of the kray and oblast; promotes growth in 
the effectiveness of social production, acceleration of scientific-technical 
progress, growth in labor productivity, and improvement of product quality; 


2) drafts, as part of the plans for economic and social development of the 
kray and oblast, summaries pertaining to the entire complex of measures 
associated with social development, foresees measures within them to improve 
Working conditions, to upgrade the skills and occupational proficiency of 
workers and the general educational and cultural level of the public, to 
improve housing, cultural, and personal conditions and medical services, 
and other measures pertaining to social development and culture, tied in 
with the targets for production development, capital construction, and 
growth in production effectiveness; 


3) examines draft plans submitted »y enterprises, institutions, and 
organizations subordinated to higher organs and located on the territory of 
the kray ardoblast and relation to provisions within the competency of the 
soviet, submits its own proposals to the appropriate higher organs when 
necessary, and participates in the discussion of the proposals; compiles 
and approves summaries of current and long-range plans for production of 
local building materials, production of consumer goods, residential, 
municipal, cultural, and personal construction, and it monitors fulfill- 
ment of these plans. When including within the summary plans the indicators 
for the enterprises, associations, and organizations subordinated to higher 
organs, it bases itself on the planning targets approved for them by the 
appropriate ministries, state committees, and departments of the USSR and 
the union republic; 


4) approves current and long-range plans of enterprises, institutions, 
and organizations subordinated to the kray and oblast, resolves issues 
associated with the location, development, and specialization of these 
enterprises, institutions, and organizations, and takes steps to reinforce 
their material-technical base; 























5) takes part in the writing Of fregional and other programs f- -eseeing 


formation and deve lopment of territorial-production complemes and industrial 
centers located within the territory of the soviet, 


6) submits proposals to the appropriate ministries, state committees, and 
departments of Lhe USSR and the union republic on production of consumer 
goods by enterprises subordinated to them (the results of examining these 
proposals must be communicated to the kray and oblast soviet within not 
more than 1 month); makes conclusions on proposals submitted by ministries, 
state committees, and departments of the USeR and the union republic on 
Organizing, at enterprises subordinated to them, production of consumer 
qoods above and beyond the established assortment of basic products; 


7) draws up the balances of manpower, local building materials, and fuel, 
the land balance, the balance of financial revenues and expenses of the 
population, and other balances necessary for the planning of integrated 
economic and social development on the territory of the kray and oblas ; 


8) organizes, reorganizes and liquidates, in the order established by iaw, 
enterprises, institutions, and organizations subordinated to the kray and 
Oblast; in the necessary cases, submits proposals on organizing, reorganizing, 
or liquidating enterprises and organizations subordinated to higher organs; 


9) manages supply and marketing organizations subordinated to the kray 

and oblast; organizes material-technical supply for enterprises, institutions, 
and organizations subordinated to the kray and oblast, as weil as the 
marketing of the product they produce; 


10) manages the accounting, accountability, and statistical affairs of the 
enterprises, institutions, and organizations subordinated to the kray and 
Oblast. 


Article 10. Powers Associated With Budget and Financial Operations and 
Prices 


The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies: 


1) approves the budget of the kray and oblast and organizes compliance 
with it; accounts for the dictates of the voters when compiling the budget; 
redistributes resources of the kray and oblast budget among economic 
sectors and the executive committee's sections and administrations as 
necessary in the course of budget operations, and it makes allocations to 
wages within the limits of the approved wage fund; approves the report on 
the budget operations of the kray a:.4 oblast; 


2) uses additional income received in the course of kray and oblast budget 
operations as well as income in excess of expenditures accrued by the end 
of the year as a result of greater income or reduction of expenses, to 
finance the local economy and sociocultural measures; this includes making 
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Capital investments above and beyond the established planned limits; it 
also uses such income to overhaul buildings occupied by executive committees 
of local soviets, their sections and administrations, vessels belonging © 
them, and state arbitration and notary offices, to acquire inventory and 
equipment for them, as well as to erect buildings and acquire and repe : 
transportation resources for the executive committees of rayon, city, 
city rayon, town, and rural soviets (removal, from the kray and oblast 
budget, of these resources with the exception of allocations that are 
left unused in connection with nonfulfillment of the plan for state 
Capital investments and the plan for development of the network of socic- 
Cultural institutions, is prohibited); 


3) implements measures to strengthen the material-financial base of the 
executive committees of subordinated soviets; forms, within the kray and 
Oblast budget in accordance with the law, an unforeseen expenses fund for 
the executive committee of the kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies, 


4) manages the work of calculating and collecting state and local taxes 

and dues; postpones, in accordance with the law, payment of income tax by 
kOlkhoges suffering natural disasters, and in the necessary cases completely 
Or partially frees these kolkhozes from paying tax out of their own budgets; 
establishes, on the basis of average agricultural tax rates for the kray 
and oblast, the tax rates for individual rayons and population centers; 
when necessary, it may reduce rates and establish privileges in the payment 
of local taxes and dues, both in relation to individual categories of taxed 
facilities and groups of taxpayers, and in relation to individual taxpayers, 
and resolves other issues placed within its competency by legislation on 
taxes and dues; 


5) examines the quarterly cash disbursement plans of the kray and oblast 
office of the USSR Gosbank servicing the autonomous oblast, autonomous 
okrugs, and rayons and cities subordinated to the kray and oblast, and 
take steps to insure their fulfillment; approves plans for the kray and 
Oblast on long-term ioans for kolkhozes, interfarm enterprises (organize- 
tions) in agriculture, housing construction cooperatives, and individual 
borrowers; maintains surveillance over the correct use of credit and prompt 
repayment of long-term loans; redistributes long-term credit between the 
autonomous ob _asts, the autonomous okrugs, and cities subordinated to the 
kray and oblust, within the limits of the total sum sat by the plan for 
long-term loens to each group of borrowers; directs the work of state 
labor savings oanks and local state insurance organs; 


6) implements measures aimed at establishing a unified pricing policy 
within the territory of the kray and oblast; takes the necessary steps to 
raise the effectiveness of state and public contr: 1 over compliance with 
prices and rates, and to avert and eliminate violations of state pricing 
discipline; resolves issues associated with approval of prices and rates 
in accordance with the law. 

















Article il. Powers in Industry, Construction, Urban construction, 
ana Architecture 


The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies: 


1) manages industrial enterprises and associations subordinated to the 

kray and oblast, and approves the results of their financial and economic 
activities, and the distribution of the obtained profit in the established 
Order; distributes the products of these enterprises and associations made 
from local raw materials and from the waste and raw mate:ials produced by 

the enterprises and associations themselves; forms a loca, industry develop- 
ment fund in accordance with the law; 


2) manages development of the production of consumer goods, coordinates 
and monitors their production at all enterprises .ocated on the territory 
of the kray and oblast, and takes steps to incresse production, broaden 
assortment, and raise the quality of the goods; organizes production of 
construction materials out of local raw materials, utilizing production 
wastes that are not distributed in centralized fashion; promotes develup- 
ment of folk art and crafts; 


3) renders assistance to industrial enterpiises, associations, and organi- 
zations subordinated to higher organs and located on the territory of the 
kray and oblast to make sensible use of productive capacities, materials, 
manpower, and financial resources, and to improve the sociocultural, 
personal, and other services to laborers and white collar workers; 


4) manages the affairs of urban construction, architecture, and integrated 
buildup; approves or coordinates on, in the established order, plans and 
schemes for regional layouts, plans for the layout of suburban zones, 
master plans and detailed layout plans for cities and other population 
centers, the location of new construction on the territory of the kray 

and oblast, and expansion and reconstruction of industrial, transportation, 
and other facilities; 


5) maintains surveillance over construction proceeding on the territory 
of the kray and oblae’., over the deadlines and quality of construction and 
installation, over compliance with the plans and estimates for all residen- 
tial and civilian facilitacs and production facilities subordinated to the 
kray and oblast, over compliance with plans for production facilities 
belonging to higher organs, and over the correctness with which land 
allocated for construction of facilities is used, irrespective of sub- 
ordination; prohibits or halts construction violating the requirements 

of the law; 


6) manages the planning, construction-installation, and repair-and- 
construction organizations subordinated to the kray and oblast, and insures 
their fulfillment of production and financial plans; approves plans and 
title lists for construction sites and facilities subordinated to the kray 
and oblast, within the limits of estimated cost established by law; 
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7) performs Wie fuletions of client in the construction of facilities to 
be subordinated to the Aray and oblast; organizes cooperative construction; 
aseists in individual housing constructica; with the consent of enterprises, 
institutions, organi#ations, kolkhoges, and sovkhoses, resolves issues 
associated with joint use of their assets allocated for housing, communal, 
and road construction, construction of educational, cultural, public healt), 
physical culture and sporte, and social services institutions, trading and 
public food services enterprises, and personal services enterprises, and 

On combining Such assets; it defines the client for these forms of con- 
struction. 


Article i2. Powere in Agriculture and Procurements 
The Kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies: 


i) manages agricultural production, and takes steps to strengthen its 
material-teohnical base, increase production, and -aise the quality of 
agricultural products; approves the planned targets for state purchases of 
agricultural products for the autonomous oblasts, the autonomous okruge, 
rayons, agricultural enterprises, associations, and organizations sub- 
ordinated to the kray and oblast, and organizes their prompt fulfillment 
of the plane for production and sale of agricultural products to the state; 
insures preservation of agricultural products; 


2) <amplements measures to introduce scientific and technical achievements 
and advanced skills into agricultural production, and to improve the 
economic and financial activities of kolkhoges, sovkhozes, associations, 
and other agricultural enterprises and organizations; takes steps to insure 
effective use and storage of agricultural equipment, transportation, fuel, 
fertilizers, toxic chemicals, and other material-technical resources; 
resolves, or in cases foreseen by law, participates in resolution of issues 
associated with determining or altering the production orientation of 
kolkhozes, sovkhozes, and other agricultural enterprises and organizations; 
manages construction associated with land reclamation, and insures effective 
operation of land reclamation facilities; manages the veterinary service; 


3) organizes surveillance over compliance with the charters of the 
kolkhozes and with the democratic fundamentals for controlling the affair» 
of kolkhozes, and over proper combination of personal and public interests 
in the kolkhozes; resoives, in the established order, problems associated 
with creating interfarm enterprises (organizations) and associations in 
agriculture, and their activities, reorganization, and liquidation; 


4) develops and implements measures aimed at increasing production of 
agricultural products in the subsidiary farms of »nterprises, institutions, 
and organizations, and in the private farms of kolkhoz farmers, laborers, 
white collar workers, and other citizens, and at developing collective 
orchard farming and gardening. 
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Article 13. Powers in Nature Conservation and Sene.ble Use of Natural 
Resources 


The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies: 


1) exercises state control and state surveillance over the use and con- 
serv. tion Of all lands within the territory of the kray and oblast; grants 
and condemns land and resolves land disputes in cases and in the order 
established by USSR and union republic legislation; hands down decisions 
on the granting and condemnation of land by higher organs; orcanizes sur- 
veillance over implementation, by land users, of effective measures to 
raise soil fertility, prevent wind and water erosion, salinization, and 
flooding, and other processes worsening the condition of the soil; 


2) exercises state control and state surveillance over the use and con- 
servation of waters, forests, the subsoil, atmospheric air, and the animal 
world on the territory of the kray and oblast; awards water basins for full 
or shared use; participates in the planning of the development of forertry 
and the use of timber revources; monitors implementation of measures to 
render land disturbed by mining safe, and to recultivate the land; 


3) promotes development and implementation of measures to protect the 
environment, and to sensibly use, conserve, and restore natural resources. 


Article 14. Powers in Road Maintenance, Transportation, and Communication 
The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies: 


1) promotes development of public motor roads and their maintenance on 

the territory of the kray and oblast; manages the construction, repair, 
Maintenance, and operation of kray and oblast motor roads and other local 
roads; assists in the construction, maintenance, and operation of state and 
republic motor roads; maintains surveillance over the construction, repair, 
and maintenance of intrafarm motor roads, 


2) organizes, in the order established by law, che participation of 
kolkhozes, sovkhozes, industrial, transportation, construction, and other 
enterprises, and business organizations in the construction, reconstruction, 
repair, and maintenance of local motor roads, and determines the forms of 
this participation; 


3) takes part in the resolution of issues associated with categorizing 
motor roads as kray and oblast roads; approves, on consent of the appropriate 
higher organs, the list of local roads other than kray and oblast roads; 


4) manages kray and oblast transportation and communication enterprises 
and organizations; maintains surveillance over public services rendered by 
transportation enterprises and organizations subordinated to higher organs, 
and provides them assistance in fulfilling their freight shipment plans; 
implements measures to insure traffic safety and to improve public services 
rendered by communication enterprises; 
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Article 15. Powers in Housing and Municipal Services, and Public 
Services and Amenities 


The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies: 


1) manages housing and municipal services, public services and amenities, 
and kray and oblast enterprises, institutions, and organizations providing 
housing and municipal services, public services, and amenities; promotes 
integrated development of housing and municipal services; 


2) insures the maintenance, correct operation, overhaul, and current 
repair of the housing pool within the jurisdiction of the local soviets; 
organizes surveillance over the condition and operation of the departmental 
housing pool and of municipal enterprises and structures, and over the 
maintenance of cooperative residential buildings and houses individually 
owned by citizens; takes steps to transfer the departmental housing pool 

to the jurisdiction of local soviets; monitors the records kept of citizens 
needing housing, and the fairness — with which living space is distributed, 


3) develops and organizes implementation of measures associated with 
electrification, water supply, gas supply, heat supply, and sewage disposal 
of cities, towns, and other population centers, and with providing municipal 
services and fuel to the public; monitors the construction and operation of 
treatment plans and facilities; 


4) monitors efforts at encouraging enterprises, institutions, and organiza- 
tions subordinated to higher organs to participate in the improvement of 
population centers. 


Article 16. Powers in Trade, Public Food Services, and Personal 
Services 


The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies: 


1) manages state and cooperative trade and public food services on the 
territory of the kray and oblast provided by kray and oblast trading and 
public food services enterprises and organizations; coordinates and monitors 
the work of trading and public food services enterprises and organizations 
subordinated to higher organs; 


2) approves the commodity turnover plans for kray and oblast retail trading 
and public food services enterprises and organizations; distributes and 
redistributes marketable consumer goods among state trading organizations 
and consumer cooperatives in accordance with the established nomenclature; 
insures the signing of contracts between enterprises, associations, 
kolkhozes, and sovkhozes on one hand and trading and public food services 
enterprises and organizations on the other; 


3) maintains surveillance over complianc . the charter of the kray and 
Oblast consumer societies, and with the democratic fundamentals of managing 
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the affairs of a consumer cooperative; takes steps to develop kolkhog trade; 
sets the rules of trade at kolkhozg markets; 


4) manages personal services rendered to the public »y kray and oblast 
personal services enterprises and organizations, and approves the results 

of their financial and economic activities, and the distribution of obtained 
profit in the established order; approves plans for rendering personal 
services by krey and oblast enterprises and organizations; coordinates and 
monitors the work of personal services enterprises and organizations sub- 
ordinated to hagher organs. 


Article 17. Powers in National Education, Science, Cultural-Educativnal 
Work, and Art 


The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies: 


1) manages the affairs of national education, preschool and extracurricular 
education, and the raising of children and adolescents in boarding schools, 
nurseries, and special schools; insures universal mandatory secondary 
education for the young; takes steps to strengthen ties between the school 
and production, and to provide free textbooks to students going to schools 
of general education; 


2) maintains surveillance over the work of schools of general education 
and children's preschool and extracurricular institutions, irrespective of 
their subordination, and over the correctness of education and the use of 
the universal compulsory education fund; guides the work of guardianship 
and trusteeship organs; 


3) promotes development of science and the work of higher and secondary 
special educational institutions, as well as vocational-technical training 
institutions located on the territory of the kray and oblast; 


4) manages cultural-educational work and kray and oblast cultural-education 
organizations and institutions, and art organizations and institutions; 
coordinates and monitors the activities of cultural-education organizations 
and institutions, and art organizations and institutions irrespective of 
their subordination; 


5) directs the development of television and radio broadcasting; organizes 
film services to the public; implements measures to develop theatrical, 
musical, choreographic, fine, and other forms of art, public creativity, 
and amateur art; directs efforts to introduce Soviet civic customs; 
exercises state contro] and state surveillance over the protection and 

use of historic and cultural monuments; 


6) directs publication affairs, polygraphic production, and kray and 
Oblast book trading enterprises and organizations.

Article 15. Powers in Public Health, Physical Culture, and Sports 
The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies: 


1) directs public health affairs in the kray and oblast, and the kray 

and oblast public health organizations and institutions; promotes organi- 
®ation of medical care for the public; monitors the work of public health 
institutions subordinated to higher organs; coordinates and monitors the 
activities of all enterprises, institutions, and organizations associated 
with developing and implementing measures concerned- with health protection, 
with maintaining the epidemic well-being of the public, and with preventing 
infectious diseases; organizes protection of motherhood and childhood, and 
improvement of women's working, living, and resting conditions; 


2) coordinates and monitors implementation of measures to prevent and 
reduce the intensity and eliminate noise in production, residential, and 
public buildings, and in cities and other population centers; 


3) maintains state surveillance over compliance with the rules of re- 
storing the environment and of sanitary protection of water basins, soil, 
and atmospheric air; 


4) directs physical culture and sports affairs; promotes development of 
a network of athletic facilities and buildings, and laborer public vacation 
zones. 


Article 19. Powers in Labor, Manpower Utilization, Personnel Training, 
and Social Welfare 


The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies: 


1) accounts for and regulates the distribution of manpower on the territory 
of the kray and oblast, and it implements measures to insure its sensible 
utilization and development of the job placement system; organizes sur- 
veillance over compliance with labor law and with the rules of labor 
protection, industrial safety, and production sanitation at enterprises, 
institutions, and organizations irrespective of their subordination; 


2) participates jointly with ministries, state committees, and departments 
to develop plans for providing manpower to enterprises, associations, 

and organizations; approves plans for organized recruitment of labor, re- 
location, and job placement of young people graduating from secondary 
schools of general education, submitting the targets to the awareness of 
enterprises, institutions, and organizations irrespective of their sub- 
ordination, and monitors fulfi'lment of the plans; 


3) takes steps jointly with trade union and other social organizations to 
develop socialist competition on the territory of the kray and oblast; 
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4) directs the training the upgrading of laborers and wiite collar 
workers at kray and oblast enterprises, institutions, and organizations, 
and monitors this work at enterprises, institutions, and organizations 
subordinated to higher organs; 


5) directs the affairs of social welfare, and of kiay and oblast social 
welfare institutions and organizations; maintains surveillance over the 
work of social welfare institutions and organizations subordinated to 
higher organs but located on the territory of the kray and oblast; 


6) sets local figures for individual pensions, and submits petitions to 
establish republic and union individual pensions in the order foreseen by 
law; forms the kray and oblast council of social welfare for kolkhoz 
farmers, and monitors its activities; organizes job placement and material- 
personal services to invalids and pensioner., and job placement for 
families of military servicemen and of soldiers and partisans killed in 
action; directs the work of medical-labor expert certification organs. 


Article 20. Powers in Maintenance of Socialist Legality, Protectionof 
State and Public Order andthe Rights of Citizens, and Exercise of 
Peoples Control 


The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies: 


1) insures compliance with the laws of the USSR and the union republic, 
and other legal acts of higher organs of state power and control, insures 
protection of states and public order, socialist property, and the rights 
and legal interests of citizens, enterprises, institutions, and organiza- 
tions; implements measures to improve legal work, directs this work at 
kray and oblast enterprises, institutions, and organizations, and organizes 
explanation of legislation and provision of legal aid to the public; 


2) revokes, in the necessary cases, the acts of executives of administra- 
tive organs, enterprises, institutions, and organizations subordinated 

to the kray and oblast soviet; halts the execution of acts contrary to 

law by executives of enterprises, institutions, and organizations sub- 
ordinated to higher organs in relation to land use, water use, conserva- 
tion of the environment, construction, housing and municipal services, 
manpower utilization, production of consumer goods and local construction 
materials, protection and use of historic and cultural monuments, socivo- 
cultural, treding, personal, and other services to the public, and informs 
the appropriate higher organs of the actions taken; 


3) insures prompt and proper examination and resolution of proposals, 
Claims, and complaints of citizens, checks the status of this work in 
the sections and administrations of the executive committee of the kray 
and oblast soviet, of subordinated soviets of peoples deputies, and of 
enterprises, institutions, and organizations located on the territory of 
the kray and oblast, and gives audience to reports from their executives 
on these issues; 
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4) in cases and in the order prescribed by law, makes decisions foreseeing 
administrative liability within set limits for violations; 


5) forms the kray and oblas. committee of peoples control and changes its 
composition; directs the activities of the kray and oblast committee of 
peoples control, and gives audience to reports on its work; revokes resolu- 
tions of the kray and oblast committee of peoples control in the event that 
they are in disagreement with the law; 


6) selects the kray and oblast court and changes its composition; gives 
audience to reports on the work of the kray and oblast court; manages 
state arbitration and notary affairs; provides general direction to the 
bar; assists procurator organs in their work; 


7) directs the affairs of subordinated internal affairs organs; 


8) organizes implementation of measures associated with preventing natural 
disasters and recovery from them, encouraging participation by enter- 
prises, institutions, and organizations, as well as the public in the 
fulfillment of these measures in the necessary cases. 


Article 21. Powers in Defense Work 
The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies: 


1) insures compliance with the USSR Law on Universal Military Obligation 
by all officials and citizens, as well as enterprises, institutions, and 
orginizations; directs civil defense on the territory of the kray and oblast; 


2) monitors compliance with the law on privileges and advantages established 
for Great Patriotic War participants and citizens retired and demobilized 
from the USSR Armed Forces, and the privileges and assistance provided to 
families of citizens called into active military service and of soldiers 

and partisans xilled in action; 


3) implements measures to promote the training of reserves for the USSR 
Armed Forces and to perform other defense tasks; organizes military-patriotic 
indoctrination of the public. 


Article 22. Powers in Election Organization 


The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies insures, on the territory 
of the kray and oblast, implementation of the necessary measures to prepare 
for and conduct elections to the USSR Supreme Soviet, the supreme soviet 
of the union republic, the local soviets of peoples deputies, and the rayon 
(city) peoples courts. 
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Article 23. Powers Associated With Conferring State Awards 


The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies examines petitions and sub- 
mits proposals to award USSR orders and medals, to award USSR honorary 
titles, and to confer state awards of the unicn republic. 


The kray and oblast soviet awards USSR medais under the authority of the 
Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet and in its behalf. 


Article 24. Other Powers of the Kray and Oblast Soviet 


The kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies exercises, in addition to 
the powers foreseen by this law, other powers in accordance with USSR anu 
union republic legislation. 


Chapter III. Determination of the Competency of the Soviets of Peoples 
Deputies of Autonomous Oblasts and Autonomous Okrugs 


Article 25. Determination of the Powers of the Soviets of Peoples 
Deputies of Autonomous Oblasts 


The powers of the soviet of peoples deputies of an autonomous oblast are 
defined by the Law on the Autonomous Oblast and the appropriate legislative 
acts of the USSR and the union republic. The Law on the Autonomous Oblast 
is passed by the union republic supreme soviet upon petition of the soviet 
of peoples deputies of the autonomous oblast. 


The soviet of peoples deputies of the autonomous oblast approves current 
and long-range plans of economic and social development and the budget of 
the autonomous oblast, it directs state organs, enterprises, institutions, 
and organizations subordinated to it, and it exercises other powers fore- 
seen by the present law, if they are not placed by law within the direct 
jurisdiction of the kray soviet of peoples deputies, and in union republics 
not using the kray basis of territorial division, within the jurisdiction 
of higher organs of state power and control of the union republics. 


Organs of state power and control of the autonomous oblast are entitled 
to maintain relations with organs of state power and control of the union 
republic, both through the kray organizations of state power and control, 
and directly. 


Article 26. Determination of the Powers of the Soviet of Peoples 
Deputies of Autonomous Okrugs 


The powers of the soviet of peoples deputies of an autor mous okrug are 
defined by the Law on Autonomous Okrucs and by the corresponding legisla- 
tive acts of the USSR and the union republic. The Law on Autonomous Okrugs 
is passed by the supreme soviet of the union republic. 


The soviet of peoples deputies of an autonomous okrug approves current and 
long-range plans of economic and social development and the budget of the 
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autonomous okrug, it directs the activities of state organs, enterprises, 
institutions, and organizations subordinated to it, and it exercises other 
powers foreseen by the present law, if they are not placed by law within 

the direct jurisdiction of the kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies. 


Chapter IV. Organization of the Work of Kray and Oblast Soviets of Peoples 
Deputies and the Soviets of Peoples Deputies of Autonomous Oblasts and 
Autonomous Okrugs 


Article 27. The Kray, Oblast, and Okrug Soviet Session 


Sessions of the kray, ob.iast, and okrug soviet of peoples deputies are 
convened by the executive committee of the kray, oblast, and okrug soviet 
at times established by legislation of the union republics. 


A session of the kray, oblast, and okrug soviet may also be convened in 
response to a proposal by not less than a third of the deputies of the kray, 
oblast, and okrug soviet. 


Article 28. Issues Resolved at Sessions of the Kray, Oblast, and 
Okrug Soviet 


The kray, oblast, and okrug soviet of peoples deputies has the power to 
examine and resolve, in its sessions, all issues placed within its juris- 
diction by legislation of the USSR and the union republic. 


The following issues are resolved exclusively at sessions: 


1) acknowledgment of the powers of deputies; resolution of issues associated 
with early revocation of the powers of deputies in cases foreseen by law; 


2) election of the executive committee of the kray, oblast, and okrug 
soviet, and change of its composition; formation and selection of permanent 
commissions of the kray, oblast, and okrug soviet, and change of their 


composition; 


3) examination of reports on Che work of the executive committee and 
permanent commissions; 


4) entertainment of reports from deputies on fulfillment of deputy re- 
sponsibilities, decisions, and assignments of the soviet and its organs; 


5) formation of executive committee sections and administrations, and 
confirmation and dismissal of their executives; 


6) formation « .. \/ ay, Oblast, and okrug committee of peoples control, 
and change of its c position; entertainment of reports on the work of the 
kray, Oblast, and okrug committee of peoples control; revocation of resolu- 
tions of the kray, oblast, and okrug committee of peoples control in the 
event of their inconsistency with the law; 
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7) formation of commissions foreseen b law under the executive committee; 


8) selection of the kray and oblast court, the court of the autonomous 
Oblast and autonomous okrug, and change of its composition; entertainment 
of reports on the work of the kray and oblast court and the court of the 
autonomous republic and autonomous okrug; 


9) approval of current and long-range plans of economic and social develop- 
Ment and the budget of the kray, oblast, autonomous oblast, and autonomous 
okrug; 


10) approval of reports concerning fulfillment of current and long-range 
plans of economic and social development and performance of budget operations 
of the kray, oblast, autonomous oblast, and autonomous okrug; 


ll) examination and approval of measures aimed at fulfilling the dictates 
of the voters; 


.2) examination of inquiries submitted by deputies, and adoption of de- 
c.sions on such inquiries; 


13) revocation of decisions and instructions of the executive committee 
of whe «ray, oblast, and okrug soviet; revocation of decisions of lower 
soviers in the event of inconsistency of these decisions with the law. 


Union republic legislation may also foresee other issues to be resolved 
exclusively at sessions of the kray, oblast, and okrug soviets of peoples 
deputies. 


Article 29. Decisions of the Kray, Oblast, and Okrug Soviet 


The kray, oblast, and okrug soviet of peoples deputies makes decisions 
within the limits of powers conferred upon it by USSR and union republic 
legislation, it insures their execution, and it monitors their implementa- 
tion. Decisions of the kray, oblast, and okrug soviet are binding upon 
all enterprises, institutions, and organizations located on the territory 
of the soviet, and upon all officials and citizens. 


In the event that executives of enterprises, institutions, and organiza- 
tions subordinated to higher organs fail to implement their decisions, 

the kray, oblast, and okrug soviet and its executive committee submit 
petitions to the appropriate higher organs to impose disciplinary sanctions 
upon these executives, up to and including dismissal from their posts. The 
results of examining such petitions must be communicated to the kray, obiast, 
and district soviet or its executive committee in not more than 1 month. 


A decision of a kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies and of a soviet 
of peoples deputies of an autonomous oblast may be revoked by the presidium 
of the union republic supreme soviet in the event of its inconsistency 

with the law. 
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A decision made by the soviet of peoples deputies of an autonomous okrug 
may be revoked by 4 kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies in the event 
of its inconsistency with the law. 


Article 30, The Executive Committee of the Kray, Gblast, and Okrug 
Soviet==-the Executive and Administrative Organ of the Soviet 


The executive and administrative organ of the kray, oblast, and okrug 
soviet of peopies deputies is the executive committee, elected by it from 


among its deputies. 


The executive committee is directly responsible to both the soviet electing 
it and the higher executive and administrative organ. 


The executive committee reports on its activities to the kray, oblast, 
and okrug soviet, at meetings of labc. collectives, and at the place of 
residence of citizens not less than once a year. 


Article 31. Basic Powers of the Executive Committee of a Kray, 
Oblast, and Okrug Soviet 


The executive committee of a kray, oblast, and okrug soviet of peoples 
deputies directs state, economic, and sociocultural construction on the 
territory of the appropriate soviet on the basis of decisions made by the 
soviet electing it and by higher organs of state power and control. 


The executive committee has the right to resolve all issues within the 
jurisdiction of the soviet, with the exception of those that must be re- 
solved only at sessions of the soviet. 


The executive committee convenes sessions of the soviet and makes prepara- 
tions for them; it coordinates the work of the soviet's permanent 
commissions; it aids deputies in the exercise of their powers; it develops 
and submits, to the kray, oblast, and okrug soviet, current and long-range 
plans of economic and social development and the budget of the kray, oblast, 
autonomous oblast, and autonomous okrug; it takes steps to implement plans 
and the budget; it reports on fulfillment of the plan and of budyet opera- 
tions to the kray, oblast, and okrug soviet; it organizes fulfillment of 
decisions of the soviet and higher state organs, and of the dictates of 

the voters, and it informs deputies and the public of their execution. 


Article 32. Management of Sections and Administrations by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Kray, Oblast, and Okrug Soviet. Mutual Relations 
With Enterprises, Institutions, and Organizations 


The executive conmittee of the kray, oblast, and ckrug soviet of peop'es 
Geputies manages s*ctions and administrations of the executive committee, 
and kray, oblast, ad okrug enterprises, institutions, and organizations; 
between sessions of the soviet it appoints acting directors of executive 
committee sessions and administrations and dismisses such directors (upon 








coordination with the appropriate higher organ of state control), such actions 
to be approved at the next regular session; it appoints and dismisses other 
executives of executive committee sections and administrations, and executives 
of kray, oblast, and okrug enterprises, institutions, and organizations (in 
accordance with the list of posts approved by the executive committee of 

the Kray, Oblast, and okrug soviet upon coordination with the higher organ 

of atate control). 


Appointment and dismissal of the executives of enterprises, institutions, 
and organizations subordinated to higher organs but lccated on the territory 
of the Kray, Oblast, autonomous oblast, and autonomous okrug and having im- 
portant significance to public services are permitted only upon coordination 
with the executive committee of the kray, oblast, and okrug soviet of 
peoples deputies. The list of such enterprises, institutions, and organi- 
zations is established by the executive committee of the appropriate soviet 
upon coordination with organs having jurisdiction over these enterprises, 
institutions, and organizations. 


The executive committee of the kray, oblast, and district soviet may it elf 
examine issues within the jurisdiction of its sections and administrations. 


Article 33. The Presidium of the Ex cutive Committee of the Kray and 
Obiast Soviet 


With the permission of the presidium of the supreme soviet of a union re- 
public, the executive committee of a kray and obiast soviet of peoples 
deputies in krays and oblasts having a population of more than 1.5 million 
may form a presidium to permit efficient resolution of current issues 
associated with control of economic and sociocultural development. 


The presidium of a soviet executive committee consists of the chairman, 
the deputy chairmen, and the secretary of the executive committee. Deci- 
sions made by the presidium are reported to the executive committee of 
the kray and oblast soviet. 


Articae 34. Decisions and Instructions of the Executive Committee of 
in Kray, Oblast, and Okrug Soviet 


The executive committee of a kray, oblast, and okrug soviet of peoples 
deputies makes decisions and publishes instructions within the limits of 
its competency. 


The executive committee of a kray, oblast, and okrug soviet has the right 
to revoke decisions and instructions of the executive committees of sub- 
ordinated soviets of peoples deputies. 


Decisions and instructions of the executive committee of a kray and oblast 
soviet of peoples deputies and of a soviet of peoples deputies of an 
autonomous oblast may be revoked correspondingly by the kray and oblast 
soviet, the soviet -f peoples deputies of an autonomous oblast and, within 
the limits of its competency, the council of ministers of the union republic. 














Decisions and instructions of the executive committee of a soviet of 
peoples deputies of an autonomous okrug may be revoked by the soviet of 
peoples deputies of the autonomous okrug, as well as by the executive 
committee of the kray and oblast soviet of peoples deputies. 


Article 35. Permanent Commissions of the Kray, Oblast, and Okrug Soviet 


The kray, oblast, and okrug soviet of peoples deputies selects, from among 
its deputies, permanent commissions intended for preliminary examination 
and preparation of issues within the jurisdiction of the soviet, and for 
providing assistance in the implementation of decisions of the soviet and 
higher state organs, as well as for surveillance over the activities of 
state organs, enterprises, institutions, and organizations. 


Permanent commissions are responsible to the soviet selecting them, and they 
are accountable to it. 


Recommendations of the permanent commissions of a soviet are subject to 
mandatory examination by the appropriate state and public organs, enter- 
prises, institutions, and organizations. The results of such examination 
or any measures adopted must be communicated to the commissions in not 
more than | month, or by any other deadline set by the commissions. 


Article 36. Sections ard Administrations of the Executive Committee 
of a Kray, Oblast, and Okrug Soviet 


Sections and administrations of the executive committee of a kray, oblast, 
and okrug soviet of peoples ceputies are formed by the kray, oblast, and 
okrug soviet, and they are subordinated in their activity both to the 
soviet and its executive committee, and to the appropriate higher organ 
of state control. 


The list of sections and administrations of an executive committee in 
the order of their fexrmation are established by legislation of the USSR 
and union repubiics. 


Sections and administrations of an executive committee are maintained by 
the budget or on a Khozraschet basis. 


Provisions concerning sections and administrations of the executive 
committee of a kray, oblast, and okrug soviet are approved by the councils 
of ministers of the union republics.

PERSONNEL: MANAGING THE MILITARY COLLECTIVE

[Text] The article is recommended for use in the com- 
mander's officer training system when studying the sub- 
ject "Socio-Psychological Problems in Controlling the 
military collective.” 


The new historic and international community of people--the Soviet people-- 
which has now formed in our country is a system of collectives which is a 
Single whole in its social nature and in the vital activity of which the 
various types of social relations receive many-sided refraction. A social- 
ist collective, linking the personality with society, includes it directly 

in the system of social interaction and intercourse and exerts a powerful 

and comprehensive indoctrinational influence on it. The increase in the role 
and expansion of labor collectives' social functions received legislative 
confirmation in the Basic Law of a developed socialist society--the new Soviet 
constitution. "Society's entire life--economic, political, and spiritual--is 
reflected in the labor collective, in the work of its party, trade union, and 
Komsomol organizations,” stresses Comrade L. I. Brezhnev. "In essence, it is 
the primary cell not only of our entire economic organism, but also of the 
political organism” ("Leninskim kursom" [Following the Lenin Course), Vol 6, 
p 520). 


In pointing to the necessity to continue efforts for the spiritual solidarity 
of the Soviet people and the molding of an active Life's position inthem, the 
CPSU Central Committee's decree, "On further improvement in ideological and 
political-indoctrinational work,” requires the persistent search for ways to 
improve the indoctrinational functions of collectives, strengthen a favor- 
able moral-political climate in them, and create an atmosphere of devotion 
to principle and demandingness and attention to each person. This also puts 
forth new tasks in the field of social control of the collectives, and this 
also means the steady improvement of ideological-theoretical training and the 
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psychological-pedagogical style of the leader, "The contemporary leader,” 
it was noted at the <Sth CPSU Congress, "should combine organically within 
himself party spirit with profound competence and discipline with initiative 
and a creative approach to the matter. At the same time, on any sector the 
leader is also required to consider the socio-political and indoctrinations| 
aspects, to be sensitive toward people and their needs and demands, and to 
serve 46 an example in work and in private life" ("Materialy XXV es"yesda 
KPSS" [Materials of the 25th CPSU Congress), p 70). 


In ite social-political nature, the military collective is a special variety 
of @ socialist labor collective, Consequently, the social control of its 
vital activity is also organized on principles which are peculiar to our 
society as a whole. At the same time, the specific nature of military activ- 
ity attaches a unique combat-morale directionality to the entire complex of 
socio-control tasks and presumes the use of special methods and forme of 
indoctrinational work. 


Any collective is a complex totality and unique complex of various social re- 
lations in the system of which all types of practical and spiritual activity 
of people---abor, knowledge, and association--are realized. And just as 
such joint activity is unthinkable without the preliminary conformity and co- 
ordination of the activity of al\ the collective's members, so do the social 
relations themselves become an object of organization and control. And if 
we consider here that each person proceeds from the goals, interests, and 
motives for behavior which he realizes in his daily activity, it becomes 
clear how complex and many-faceted the tasks of social control are and how 
closely they are connected with the psychological-pedagogical problems in 
molding the personality and the rallying of the collective. In essence, 
social control of the collective is a continuous process of the development 
and strengthening of the unity of social relations which are based on the 
profound realization of the goals of joint activity by each member of the 
collective and on comradely collabo:ation and mutual assistance. 


Social relations which arise in the collective possess a complex internal 
nature. Summing up within themselves all types of material and ideological 
social relations, they are realized in daily human contacts engendered by 
joint activity and the community of people. At the same time, all levels of 
social interests are refracted in them in some way or other--from directly 
personal to the interests of the class and society as a whole. This special 
feature of intracollective relations is manifested most clearly under condi- 
tions of military activity because its goalsin our society are close to each 
Soviet person in equal measure. “The defense of the socialist fatherland,” 
the constitution of the USSR proclaims, “pertains to the most important func- 
tions of the state and is a matter for the entire people.” 


/Solidarity/, which reflects the measure of intragroup unity and the degree of 
identity of ideas and unity of action of the collective members steps forth 
as the general indicator of the harmonious combination of all types and 
forms of social relations in the collective. The fundamental differences in 
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the positions of Soviet and bourgeois scientists are discovered in the ex- 
planation of the essence of solidarity and the mechanisms of ite development 


and strengthening. 


Bourgeois sociology considers solidarity primarily as the result of the di- 
rect emotional-psychological "gravitation" of people toward one another, 
leaving outside the limits of ite analysis everything that one way or another 
characterizes the similarity or difference in their basis class interests and 
political views and convictions. The limitedness of this point of view needs 
no proof. Ideological “blinders” which do not permit seeing the irreconcil- 
ability of the class positions of people who stand at opposite social poles 
in an antagonistic society clearly hinder bourgeois scientists in steppin, 
over the narrow framework of psychologism in disclosing the essence of social 
relations. 


Soviet scientists consider solidarity as one of the most important criteria 
of the unity of a socialist collective's members at all levels of sociai re- 
lations. This is why the content of this concept cannot be derived directly 
from the tasks of intragroup activity. It has as its main source the idvals 
and interests of one class or another and, under our conditions--of the en- 
tire socialist society. Appearing recently before the electors of the 
Bauman election district of the city of Moscow, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev called 
the further strengthening of the Soviet people's solidarity the main trend in 
the development of social relations in recent years. "Solidarity, the unity 
of society,” he noted, "is the unique property of socialism, our priceless 
and boundless strength.” 





The solidarity of the Soviet people as an integral socialist collective is 
characterized primarily by each society member's profound realization of the 
goals of communist construction. On this level, it is manifested within the 
most generalized forms possible as the Soviet people's common understanding 
of their civil and military duty, the norms of a socialist community, prin- 
ciples of communist morals and morality, and the personal responsibility of 
each one for the fate of his fatherland and the defense of the cause of s0- 
Cialism and peace on earth. At subsequent stages of collective organization 
--right up to the primary labor and military collective--the concept of soli- 
darity acquires ever more specific forms, reflecting in the consciousness of 
the personality the process of its joining with specific types of profession- 
al-labor and social activity and inclusion in various service-functiona)] and 
personal, emotional-psychological contacts and ties. 


This, the /solidarity of the military collective/ steps forth as the basic 
indicator of its social maturity and, at the same time, as the most importent 
precondition for the effective accomplishment of tasks which are caused by 
its main object-purpose function--to be the reliable instrument for the armed 
protection and defense o° the socielist fatherland. Consequently, the soli- 
darity of the military collective comprises the most important goal of social 
control. Just what is the social-psychological mechanism for the inclusion 
of the personality in the intracollective structure and its joining with the 
collective? 








Let us note first of all that the personality always steps forward as a upe- 
eific carrier of completely specific functions, duties, and social roles 
caused by common collective goals and tasks. In this sense, the collective 
can influence the practical activity and behavior of the personality in thie 
ways. First, it molds standard notions of its behavior in one role or 4n- 
other and is a /model/ for imitation. Second, encouraging the following of 
these examples or condemning deviation from them, the collective creates an 
harmonious /system of ineentives/ which increase the service and public ac- 
tivity of the personality. Third, the collective accomplishes an /estimate/ 
of specific deeds of the personality and monitoring the quality of its per- 
formance of functional duties and the observance of moral standards, 


The influence of the collective is also extremely great and multiplanned in 
the sphere of the personality's spiritual life. Entering into interaction 
with collective orientations and value concepts and views, the personality's 
spiritual world undergoes profound internal changes. How great the convinc- 
ing force of group opinion is and how infectious the attitudes and feelings 
which predominate in a specific environment are are well known. And if, in 
this case, the collective is able to experience the successes and failures of 
each serviceman with him sincerely and display a lively interest in his per- 
sonal affairs and concerns, the Joining of the personality with the spiritual 
aspirations o° the collective will become extremely effective and active. 


The company collectives possess especially broad indoctrinational possibili- 
ties. It is namely in them that the processes of rallying people, discover- 
ing the necessary measure of unity of action, and not simply the “summation” 
but the integration and fusing of human characters and aspirations proceed 
with greatest intensity. Subunits at the company level ensure the constant 
contact of the servicemen and the living emotional-psychological intercourse 
which strengthens interpersonality ties. At the same time, the company 4iso 
possesses a sufficiently broad organizational structure and system of social 
control. The officers and sergeants accomplish the comprehensive leadership 
of the men's vital activity on the basis of one-man command. The majority of 
companies have party organizations and groups which comprise the nucleus of 
intracollective solidarity. The company Komsomol organizations unite up to 
90 percent of the personnel in their ranks. The local agitation-propaganda 
activists are also found in the subunits--the leaders of the political les- 
sons and their assistants, agitators, members of the Lenin room councils, and 
activists of the wall newspaper, amateur telent activities, and mass sports work. 
Figuratively speaking, the company is that work site where a youth who has 
stepped across the threshold of the army barracks becomes a soldier, forming 
and polishing in his character those properties and features which corres- 
pond to the requirements of military activity to the greatest degree. 


Since the basic spheres in the vital activity of the men are combat training 
and service, public work and everyday living, social relations in the collec- 
tive seem to develop in three interconnected planes--service-functional, 
public-organizational, and interpersonality, domestic. Service-functional 


relations in the Armed Forces are organized on a strictly legal basis, one- 
man command, discipline, and the high personal resposibility of each 




















serviceman for the accomplishment of his functional duties. Pvblic-organi- 
zational relations which ensure social contacts of the men in the field of 
party ana “omsomol work, sports, and cultural leisure time are regulated on 
different baser. Interpersonality relations of comradeship and friendship 
are distinguished by their principles and norms, Here, as a rule, the same 
person is the bearer of several social roles which include him in different 
Systems of intracollective relations. Thus, the skill of social control con- 
sists of combining, coordinating, and molding all these types of relations in 
accordance with the requirements of military regulations and the traditions 
of theArmed Forces' way of life. Let us examine the probleme in mold- 

ing each of the indicated types of social relations from this standpoint. 


/Service-functional relations/ ensure the subordination and coordination of 
the servicemen's contact and activity in the process of their accomplishment 
of their direct functional duties. Contemporary soldierly labor imposes ex- 
tremely high demands on the military collective. "In improving the combat 
ability of the personnel,” points out member of the Politburo of the CPSU 
Central Committee and Soviet Minister of Defense, Marshal of the Soviet 
Union D. F. Ustinov, "we should be concerned not only for the good personal 
state of training of the individual serviceman, but also for the high level 
of combat coordination of the military collectives as a whole: the crew, 
section, subunit, unit, and ship. The development dialectics of our Armed 
Forces are such that they are being equipped more and more with crew-served 
weapons for the employment of which clearly coordinated and rapid actions of 
the personnel are required” ("Izbrannyye rechi i stat'yi" [Selected Speeches 
and Articles], p 395). 


Success of collective action is caused in considerable measure by the experi- 
ence and skills of group work, professional mutual understanding, and the 
combat coordination of the men. On the other hand, the complexity of con- 
temporary armament and equipment and the multicategory nature of specialist 
training in the subunits poses for the officer with special acuteness the 

task of finding tnose methods for the combat training of the personnel which 
would further the molding of collective combat skill. Hence arises the neces- 
sity for the well thought-out organization of the men's /system of mutual 
assistance/ and the active involvement of the entire military collective in 
the training-indoctrinational process. 


In raising the role of the collective as a factor in the /professional-combat 
solidarity/ of the men, the pedagogically expedient organization of competi- 
tion has great significance. The interconnections which arise between the 
men in the course of accomplishing socialist obligations should be organized 
with consideration of the subunit's organizational structure. Experience 
shows that the effect of competition becomes considerably greater when the 
men who are competing with one another perform the same or conjugate func- 
tions, possess approximately equal levels of qualification, and interact di- 
rectly in the process of combat training and service. Competition of the 
missilemen is organized exactly in this way in the subunit where Senior Lieu- 
tenant B. Timkov serves (Red Banner Central Asian Military District). A high 














competetive effect is attained here on each trip to the field, combined 
lesson, and drill. The sections compete for the quality accomplishment of 
the standards for combat work for each operation separately and in combina 
tion. Competitions of the best men who show themselves to be models of sol- 
dierly labor, in which regard not only in their authorized combat speciai- 
ties but also in allied specialties, are practiced regularly. The drilj 
lessons of the missilemen abound with various tactical and technical specia! 
situations. The winners of the competition are given the honored right to 
be the first to begin the accomplishment of a new, difficult exercise or 
launch a missile. Involvement of the subunit's entire collective in the ac~ 
tive training process and reliance on the competition leaders and training 
experts contribute to the most rapid entry of the young servicemen in the 
combat formation. 


The effectiveness of the collective's indoctrinational influences on the 
process of the men's combat training is directly dependent on the level of 
the officer's requirements for his subordinates’ knowledge and professional - 
combat qualities. The measure of command demandingess makes for the public 
prestige of the expert in combat training and his status in the collective 
4S @ specialist and master of military affairs. Naturally, therefore, any 
attempt to “improve” the subunit's general indices in combat training by the 
unsubstantiated raising of grades has an extremely negative effect on the 
collective notions of the men's attitude standards toward soldierly labor. As 
& result, the level and quality of assimilation of knowledge by the subunit 
personnel are inevitably reduced. 


/Public-organizational relations/ encompass the broad field of party, Kom- 
somol, and agitational-propaganda work and the spiritual life of the military 
collective. The development of these relations and the /social-political 
solidarity/ of the personnel are furthered by daily purposeful information, 
propagandist, and political-indoctrinational work in the military collective. 
Recreated by its means, the broad panorama of social-political events and 

the military-political situation which has formed in the world helps the 
personnel of the subunit and unit to see the world in all the complexity and 
contrasts of the contemporary international situation and the most acute 
antagonism of different social systems. Significance of no less importance 
is had by the broad illumination of our country's life, the successes of the 
Soviet people in communist construction, and the urgent problems of the 
Soviet Armed Forces personnel in training and service. All this permits each 
man to instill within himself political vigilance, volitional self-collection, 
and the striving and readiness to make a maximum contribution to the common 
cause. In this case, the skill of the propagandist and indoctrinator is 
manifested in his ability to tie the common goals of military activity or- 
genically with the daily combat-training life of h's subunit in the collec- 
tive conrciousness. 


Just what assistance can the collective give the officer in the ideological- 


indoctrinational work and social-political solidarity of the men and how can 
his indoctrinational function be manifested concretely? It is well known 
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that the perception of information comprises an importance but, by no means, 
the only precondition for the formation of social orientations and convic- 
tions of the personality. A tremendous role is played here by the emotional- 
peychological factor--the internal aiming at the assimilation of new know- 
ledge, ite evaluation from positions of convictions and feelings which have 
already been formed, and @ comparison with the views of one's associates, 
primarily those whose opinion a given personality considers especially 
authoritative for himself. In accordance with our observations, in the ma- 
jority of cases timely public-political information becomes a subject for 
comprehensive discussion in the collective. Each man exchanges the news 
with four to five of his fellow-servicemen. Moreover, interpersonality 
information contact often becomes a primary information source for a con- 
Sides.ble number of men. The collective opinion stimulates their cognitive 
ac’ _ and contributes to the expansion of spiritual horizons. 


The cecree of the CPSU Central Committee, "On further improvement of ideolo- 
gical and political-indoctrinational work," points to the necessity for the 
formation of a /morai-political climate/in the collective. This concept, in 
our opinion, reflects most completely the level, direction, intensity, and 
emotional-psychological saturation of spiritual contact as well as the in- 
formational contacts in the collective in connection with the urgent public- 
political events of contemporaneity. The moral-political climate character- 
izes the overall position of the collective in comprehending and evaluating 
these events in accordance with our communist ideals and moral principles and 
the decisive hostility of the influences which are hostile to them and which 
are being spread by the propaganda machine of imperialism as well as the 
Beijing chauvinists and aggressors. 


In the formation of the moral-political climate, great significance is had by 
the officer's skillful selection of those methods, means, and forms of in- 
formation-propaganda and indoctrinational work which are directed toward the 
development of socio-political and moral orientations of the collective and 
an active public opinion. These are--question and answer soirees, talks at 
a political map of the world, debates, and thematic meetings with veterans 
of the revolution and the war and figures of science, literature, and art. 

It is only necessary that these indoctrinational measures be free of the 
tarnish of formalism, conventionalism, the repetition of common truths, and 
wordy jabbering. Informative saturation, convincingness of arguments, and 
confidentiality of tone in contact with the audience are the guarantee of 
their high effectiveness. In addition to the direct indoctrinational effect, 
these measures are also extremely valuable in the plane of study, the pur- 
poseful molding of collective opinion, and the strengthening in it of those 
qualities which were discussed above. 


The profound study of V. I. Lenin's works and his teaching about the defense 
of the socialist fatherland has especially important significance in the 
Spiritual molding of the men. Here is how this work is organized in the sub- 
unit where the deputy commander for political affairs is Lieutenant A. 
Khlebnyuk (Red Banner Far East Military District). The company communists 
trive to develop in the men an interest in the independent study of the 
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works of V, I. Lenin by all forms of political-indoctrinational work. Lenin 
readings are conducted regularly in the subunit, a study group on the study 
of the leader's biography is functioning, meetings and excursions are orga- 
nized, competitions of papers are conducted, and showcases devoted to the 
life and activity of Il'ich are prepared. A library of Lenin's works has 
been assembled in the company. It should be stressed that not only the hon- 
somol activists but also all the men take an active part in the conduct of 
all these measures. 


/Interpersonality relations/ in the military collective are distinguished by 
great variety and are one of the most complex, dynamic structures of the 
intracollective organization. It can be asserted conclusively: whatever 
aspect of the collective's life may be touched by one event or another, it is 
reflected in the system of personal relations without fail. Any changes in 
the composition of the collective become an incentive for the complex pro- 
cesses of restructuring the interconnections which have been organized, 
"polishing" characters, and establishing new contacts. On the other hand, 
the dynamics of personal relations have a great influence on the effective- 
ness of the men's soldierly labor and their successes in service. 


The most important precondition for effective control of the collective's 
processes of Aocial-psychological solidarity/ and the strengthening of a 
healthy moral climate in it is the officer's deep knowledge of his subordi- 
nates’ individual qualities and the structure and direction of their inter- 
relations. The main source of this knowledge is constant contacts with the 
men, observation of their behavior in real-life situations, personal atten- 
dance at party and Komsomol meetings, talks with the activists, and the 
study of the reactions of the collective opinion to various instances of 
moral relations. To learn to analyze correctly these observations of his and 
to give them a correct pedagogical evaluation is one of the most difficult 
tasks facing the commander and political officer. 


However experienced the teacher may be in the study of his pupils' qualities, 
he will never know as much about them as the entire collective knows. And 
this is understandable, because the collective has "many eyes." But, we add, 
also a great number of viewpoints, approaches to one person or another, and 
motives in evaluating the features of his character. This is why it is so 
important to be objective and impartial in analyzing the opinion of people 
"reflected" by group consciousness. Here, the subordinates should be taught 
to Judge each other's deeds openly, directly and impartially, and in an in- 
terested, benevolent, and comradely manner. Neglect of this requirement al- 
ways threatens serious complications in intracollective relations. 


Only the basic directions and problems in the social control of the military 
collective have been examined above. Naturally, tney cannot exhaust the en- 
tire variety of specific tasks which face commaniers, political organs, and 
party and Komsomol organizations in this important area of indoctrinational 
work. It is clear, however, that all these tasks can be accomplished ef- 
fectively only on the paths of an integrated approach and in a single system 
of forms and methods of ideological, military, and moral indoctrination of

the personnel. And since the serviceman's personality is molded by the en- 
tire totality of intracollective relations, in Joint practical activity with 
others, the mechanism of the indoctrinational process by necessity presumes 
pedagogically organized interaction and contact of the men which are directed 
by the commander. A special role in this mechanism is played by /collective 
opinion/ through which one's associates exert their direct influence on the 
personality. The molding of such an opinion is an important aspect of social- 
psychological control. 





Representing a specific fusion of appraising Judgements and views which are 
common or which predominate in the subunit, the collective opinion reacts 
sensitively to the behavior of each man, “weighing” his personal bit for tie 
common cause. The maturity of collective opinion is caused by the measure 
of its conformance with the official requirements and tasks of the subunit's 
activity, generally accepted social norms, and principles of communist 
morality. The qualitative characteristics of collective opinion are its di- 
rection, stability, firmness against any type of negative influences, activ- 
ity of expression, and flexibility of response with suddenly changing situa- 
tions of intracollective life. 


The process of molding collective opinion is virtually continuous, for any 
new information which affects the interests of the collective in one way or 
another becomes an object of group discussion and evaluation. As studies 
have shown, the collective orientations and aims which arise in the group 
consciousness possess a powerful regulating influence on the behavior of the 
personality. Thus, for example, if the striving of the collective to attain 
the title of outstanding subunit becomes a generally accepted value orien- 
tation, all actions of the collective's members which meet this task will be 
approved by solid collective opinion. The mechanisms of the indoctrinational 
influences on the personality are also beginning to act in this direction: 
the corresponding examples of actions and behavior are encouraged, service 
and training activity of the men is being stimulated, and public control is 
being implementec. Ina similar manner, the opinion of one's associates 
also influences the structure of the personality’s interests and its life's 
position as a whole. 


Of course, the ideal model of the group opinion which is functioning in the 
collective looks like this. In real life, certain "malfuncticns," the oppo- 
sition of different views and estimates, and at times even conflict sitna- 
tions may arise in these complex processes. Thus, for example, illegal 
claims of the personality to one role or another in the collective and the 
violation of moral norms of behavior come in conflict with the aims of col- 
lective opinion and are repudiated by it. The development of conflict sit a- 
tions may become complicated by the dissociation of the collective and the 
incompatibility of the positions of microgroups which pursue individval goals 
and interests. The role of the leader--commander and political officer-- in 
molding and rallying collective opinion and attaching to it that direction 
which stimulates the creative energy of subordinates in the accomplishment 

of the tasks which face the subunit becomes completely obvious from this. 








Estimating the capabilities for the indoctrinational effect of collective 
opinion in the proper manuer and relying on it in work with the personnel, 
at the same time the officer should also consider its special features such 
as a certain sluggishness and susceptibility to the influence of negative socio- 
psychological stereotypes in which past experience and an accustomed style 
of life and activity are settled in a stereotyped manner at times. Certain 
customs and traditions which make the life of the collective considerably 
more complex and reduce the effectiveness of its activity often prove to 
have great vitality in the collective consciousness. It also happens that 
the collective attitude is infected with the "virus" of complacency and 
boasting, and in other instances--indifference toward the common success and 
@ lack of confidence in their own strength. A healthy moral-psychological 
Climate and a spirit of a responsible attitude toward matters and of mutual 
demandingness must constantly be maintained among the personnel by the pur- 
poseful efforts of the commander, political officer, and party and Komsomol 
Organizations. 


An especially important role in setting the genei:al tune of intracollective 
life is played by the moral authority of the officer, his personal example 
in devotion to duty, ideological conviction, professional style, and peda- 
@Ogical tact. The process of controlling the activity of people and intra- 
collective relations is a complex and extremely difficult art. K. Marx 
figuratively compared the leader with a conductor who is conducting a large 
and coordinated orchestra. We also can liken the work of the army indoc- 
trinator and commander to the actions of a conductor with full justification. 
His profound knowledge of his subordinates, stubborn and persistent labor 

on their training and indoctrination, and high psychological-pedagogical 
style are the most reliable guarantee of the successful accomplishment of the 
important missions which are facing him.

[Text] Ever since the foundation of the military activities of 
the border troops was laid on the initiative and under the di- 
rect supervision of V. I. Lenin, border guards' day has become 
a tradition. This year it has a special meaning. By an order 
of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Council on 21 September 
1979, taking into account the military services of the border 
guards and their important role in protecting the state borders 
of the USSR, May 28 - the day Lenin signed the decree of the 
Council of People's Commissars "On the Establishment of Border 
Guards" - has been the annual date of "Border Guards' Day.” 


The border guards were established at a difficult time. From 
the first days of their existence, they resisted numerous plots 
and enemies of the revolution and selflessly performed the du- 
ties placed on them by Lenin's decree. 


/Iit was during this period that one of the units that would la- 
ter become part of the Baltic border district was born, and its 
40th anniversary is being celebrated this year. It is one of 
the oldest border guard detachments and was formed in the ‘20s 
from the units of the 24th Samaro-Simbirsk (Ul'yanov) Iron Di- 
vision, which was noted for its extraordinary fortitude in bat- 
tles with the enemy and which freed Simbirsk - Il'ich's home 
town - from the White Guards in 1918. In defending the bor- 
ders, the troops of this unit are doubly proud: they carry out 
the tasks assigned to them with honor and they exhibit unparal- 
led selflessness in battles with enemy agents and armed gangs 
of bandits and smugglers. At a Red Army conference, after 
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vowing to defend the Red border staunchly, the fighters in the 
detachment chose Lenin to be an honorary border guard. / 


Utterly devoted to their duty, the party, and the motherlan:, 
the border guards completely justified the trust placed in 
them, when on 22 June 1941 the full impact of the fascist 
hordes fell on our country. Hitler gave his crack divisions 
just half an hour to destroy the Soviet frontier posts. But 
the enemy had miscalculated, The border guards did not wave:

Thus, the fighting men 
of one border guard detachment held off the furious onslaught 
of the fascists for ten days, killing several hundred enemy 
soldiers and officers during this time and destroying a large 
amount of enemy equipment./

In their ranks were those who fought and performed glorious 
feats of valor, such as F. Okk, the secretary of the CC of the 
Estonian Communist Party, Captains M. Pasternak & A.Loshmanov, 
political instructor P, Rodionov, deputy political instructor 
VY.

The fishermen, as be- 
fits guests, conducted themselves correctly, keeping to the es- 
tablished rules for a border area. Inexperienced eyes would 
hardly notice anything suspicious about their behavior, but 
with the special sensitivity of a border guard developed over 
the years the officer noted certain changes. First, the ves- 
sel arrived at the fishing region bristl.ng with a forest of 
antennas that it did not have previously; secondly, the fish- 
ermen dropped their nets awkwardly, without the usual knack. 


Un the basis of his observations, the commander of the 
PSKR decided to examine the suspicious vessel. As he 

















Suspected, the representatives of a completely different "de- 
partment” had attempted to penetrate our waters under the guise 
of fishermen, And, a8 always, the watchfulness of our border 
guards did not allow them to carry out their dirty tricks. 


Lively shipping lanes go through our territory, and not only 
friends sail in them, The enemy is always’ crafty. Some try to 
breach our borders for smuggling and poaching. Therefore, the 
border service requires that the sailors be especially watch- 
ful, have a good command of combat techniques, and be constant- 
ly ready to meet the enemy. Vakulenko has precisely these 
qualities. He has accounted for more than 40 arrests for bor- 
der violations. The successful service of this officer has 
been noted by the command, and he has received a badge, "Out- 
Standing Border Guard," and a medal "For Military Services," 


At every good opportunity, the commander gives the benefit of 
his knowledge, experience, and different positions in the bor- 
der service to his men: his mate, officer V. Kulinenko, the unit 
commanders, A. Zyuz, M. Mel'nik, R. Nabiullin, and many others. 


"Now, all the men are first- and second-class specialists, and 
75% of the crew has an excellent rating in military and politi- 
cai training," Vakulenko proudly said to me. 


It should be added that the ship recently received a high rat- 
ing for its good showing in socialist competition. Sailors of 
the border patrol, always be on the alert! 


Military Equipment in Reliable Hands 


The ship had been on patrol for several days, when once in the 
dead of night a report was received from a shore post that the 
crew of an observation post had sighted an object at sea. It 
was necessary to check quickly on what is was. 


The modern PSKR is powerful and fast. It is easy to overcome a 
deep swell, and it reached the target area qiickly. But there 
was a thick fog. The visibility was half a cable's length. It 
did not matter. The ship is equipped with an alert “eye," which 
figuratively speaking can find a needle in a haystack. 


At the battle-Station signal, the petty officer A. Bashmakcvy 
took his place at the radar set. He is a specialist first 
class and has 26 citations for his great skill and outstanding 
border-patrol and naval training. The petty officer always 
keeps the equipment entrusted to him in immaculate condition, 
and therefore it is never out of service. 














And this time, acting confidently and precisely, he quickly 
Sighted the target. ‘The searchlights blazed and illuminated on 
the waves a bobbing ... Ordinary barrel. This time the viola 
tor was "not for real", a practice drill had been conducted. 


"An enemy having insidious ideas about encroaching on the 
boundaries of the Soviet Union had better not venture into our 
territorial waters," said the ship's commander, “We are well 
equipped for all emergencies, in order to detect and give a 
good lesson to an uninvited guest, where ever he is, under the 
water, on the water, or in the air." 


Recently, the PSKR from which we are reporting went to sea for 
gun practice with targets. The results of the coast guard men 
were good: all charges were placed exac.ly on the target. &s- 
pecially distinguishing himself was the commander of the depth 
charge section, Petty Officer Second Class R. Nabiullin. The 
commanders, who exceeded the standards, prepared the unit to 
fire and from the first shots began to destroy the target. 


U. R. Nabiullin is finishing his term of service, but he is go- 
ing into the reserves with a clear conscience. In the time re- 
maining to him, the petty officer has been helping his younger 
comrades I. Tuzov and A. Korobkin to perfect their specialties, 
to pass inspections for independent service at their battle 
Station, and to be militarily and politically prepared. 


In the spring the Baltic is restive. During the entire time 
the PSKR is on patrol, it never settles down.

A Source of Strength 


While returning to port, the PSKR passes an area where fierce 
sea battles took place during the Great Patriotic War. Accord- 
ing to an established tradition, all naval ships honor the 
Baltic sailors that fell in battle with the enemy at this spot. 


In this minute of quiet, when even the slap of the waves 
against the ship can be heard distinctly, surely many crewmen 
remembered the deathless feats of the coast guard sailor N. 


Kaplunov, in whose memory an obelisk was setup on the territory 
of the border guards. 


It was in May, 1941, when the fascist ships were racing towards 
Leningrad. The patrol cutters, MO-207 and MO-303, were on duty 
duty. Fourteen enemy patrol boats attacked them at night. The 


commander of the MO-207, Sr. Lt. N. Kaplunov daringly cut into 
the formation of the enemy. 
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Opening a hurricane of fire from the guns and maneuvering skil- 
fully, he sank one enemy patrol boat and damaged two others, 
Although fatally wounded, Kaplunov continued to direct the bat- 
tle. An excellent fight was also put up by the crew of the 
MO=-303 under the command of Sr, Lt. V. Tityakov, The enemy pa- 
trol boats could not withstand the attact of the two Soviet 
"sea hunters” and retreated. The border guard officer N. Kap- 
lunov perished but did not let the enemy get through to the 
city on the Neva, 


"The heroic feats of the courageous coast guard officer wi... 
always live in our memory," was said to me by the secretary of 
the Komsomol organization on the ship, D. Ludilkin, a special- 
ist first class with excellent military ard political training. 
Kaplunov is numbered forever in the list of personnel for whom 
a patrol boat is named. A memorial room is set aside to honor 
his valiant life and heroic feats. on the eve of the 35ta an- 
niversary of victory, we met with A. .c<olov, V. Bychkov, and 

I, Akulov - former members of that heroic crew, 


The glorious military traditions of the border troops help to 
inculcate the soldiers with limitless trust in the ideas of 
communism and the socialist motherland and to give them a 
strong feeling of responsibility for fufilling their duties in 
a model manner.

Their 
heroic history began on 28 May 1918, on the memorable day that 
Lenin signed the decree, "On the establishment of a border 
guard."

The history of the Red Banner Transcaucasian Border District 
Starts in the '20s, when the best units were detached from the 
llth Red Army and sent to the southern borders of our mother- 
land to take on the honorable duty of protecting the peaceful 
labor of the Soviet people.

The 
most crucial period of work on the fields, the period of the gathering of 
the large cotton crop has now begun. And the successful fulfillment of the 
responsible and honorable socialist obligation--to give the country not ‘eas 
than 800,000 tons of Azerbaijan cotton--will largely depend on how timely 
and correctly the care of the fields, the tilling of the plants and other 
measures are organized during this period. 


During these times irrigation water, the resources of which in the republic 
are limited, is the acutest problem. The Ministry of Agriculture and the 
Ministry of Land Reclamation and Water “esources should study this question 
thoroughly and comprehensively, should , lace the resources of rivers, re- 
servoirs and artesian wells at the service of the crop and should use com- 
pletely all the practicable means. The rational consumption of water, the 
organization everywhere of night watering, the exercise of strict control 
over it and the extensive use of advanced irrigation methods are the pri- 
mary reserve in this important matter. Along with cotton the maximum pos- 
sible amount of water should be allocated for watering fodder crops. 


The great amounts of cotton production, which have been outlined in each 
rayon and greatly exceed the plan assignments, will also require a greate= 
amount of material and technical means--cotton harvesting and other agricui- 
tural machinery, transport, fertilizers, especially phosphorus fertilizers. 
Therefore the supply of the rayons and farms with them must not be ap- 
proached formally. The Republic State Committee for the Supply of Produc- 
tion Equipment for Agriculture, the Azersel'khozkhimiya Association, other 
departments and ministries need to find in the shortest possible time 
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additional means of assistance to the rayons, carefully examine ail the 
requests afd complaints and take steps for their manimum satisfaction, tn 
short, the rayons should get everything they need, 


At the same time it is nec. seary to bring inte action local internal re 
serves, which are still being used inadequately. It ic + matter primar! iy 
of the imerease of the effectiveness of the use of available equipment, the 
quality of its repair and operation, During the upcoming cotton harvest ine 
period 4 considerable share of the crop will be harvested by aechanized 
means. in tuis connection the preparation of the cotton harvesters fer the 
“white harvest" requires particular attention, 


With allowance made for the increased need it is necessary to build addi- 
tional paved yards for the drying of the cotton at the farms and the pro- 
curement centers and to make a)l the ginning equipment completely ready. 
The Azerbaijan SSR Main Power Supply Administration is obliged to step up 
the monitoring of the continuous supply of electric power for agriculture! 
needs 


Little time remains, Comrade Aliyev said, until the start of the harvest 
period. And during the upcoming month of the gathering of the large cotton 
crop it is necessary to enhance everywhere the sense of responsibility of 
every manager and farmer, ‘o mobilize the field workers for the successful 
achievement of the main goal--the obtaining of a record crop of raw cotton 
The center of gravity in the activity of the corresponding republic minir 
tries and departments should be shifted to the fields, where it is necesr- 
sary to solve promptiy and specifically all the problems which arise. 


in conclusion Comrade Aliyev expressed confidence that the cotton growers, 
like all che republic agricultural workers, will honorably fulfill the 
great and crucial taske, which have been set for them by che party durin, 
the final year of the 10t Five-Year Plan, and will mark the preparation 
for the 26th CPSU Congress by worthy deeds.

At a recent republic meeting of the party, soviet, trade union and 
Komsomol aktiv, there vas discussion of the issues related to 
strengthening of the law and the maintenance of order; it was noted 
that the republic has accumulated some positive experience 

in the struggle against violators of Soviet laws, A great deal of 
indoctrination and preventive work is being carried out in the 
collectives of the following establishments: the Baltiyets Plant, 
the Estremrybflot and Leybur associations, the Electrotechnical Plant 
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imeni Kh. Parel’man, the Kalev Confeetionary Factory and other enter- 
prises, Worthy of every kind of support te the initiative of the Rakvere 
workers, includlv the celleetives of the Virulane Garment Paectory, 

the Rakvere ERSPO (Estonian Republic Union of Consumer Societies) 
Association, the Vinnikgdy Reseavch=Demonstration Sovkhoz-Tekhnikur 

as well as the initiativy of others who began the movement last 

year under the motto “Live and Werk Without Violations of the Law.” 

And they are achieving inpractice substantial results, 


The deeree adopted in August of last year by the CPSU Central Committee 
concerning the improvement of work to preserve order and to step up 
the struggle againet legal violations is important for the entire 
party. Thies ie o fundamental and long-term program of actions, 

Nearly 10 months have passed since the decree was adopted, and 

it ean now be said that in thie time there has been some increase 

in the organizational work of the party, soviet, administrarive 

organs and of the trade union and other public organizations to streng hen 
public order and to struggle against crime, Comprehensive plans of 
measures to strengthen law and order are being developed and imple- 
mented in all cities and rayons of the republic. 


The measures taken by the republic have resulted in the reduction of 
the number of certain types of crimes, including the most dangerous 
ones. However, K, Lebedev emphasized, the status of the struggie 
against legal offenses and in support of improved public law and order 
cannot be considered satisfactory for the republic as a whole, 


In recent years much has been done to improve the maintenance of 
public law and order in cities and in rural areas, But the effective- 
ness of these measures is at present inadequate, Better organization 
is needed for the patrol and sentry duty performed by the police; 
daily interaction between the police and the volunteers of the people's 
patrol (druzhinniki) should be provided, and the role of the block 
inspectors shoula be increased, The public points for the maintenance 
of order have been called upon to play an exceptionally important role, 
Positive experience in operating them has been accumulated in 
Narva, the Leninskiy Rayon in Tallinn, and in the Rakvereskiy and 
Vil*yandiskiy Rayons, However, a number of cities and rayons have 
been slow to establish these pointe, and their efforts in this area 
have not been sufficiently active. The party committees face the 

job of how to direct more skillfully the activities of the aktiv 

of the pulic points for the maintenance of order and to increase 

the responsiblity of the head party organizations and the economic 
leaders for this work, 


It is essential to increase significantiy the activities of the 
municipal and rayon headquarters of the volunteer people's 
patrol and to help them to create truly efficient and mobile 
formations of workers, Komsomo) members should be brought into

the volunteer people's patrol more actively, and operational “omsomol 
detachments should be used more effectively, 


Comrade Lebedev went on to talk about the struggle against drunkenness 
and alcoholism, He emphasized that it was impossible to tolerate a 
situation in which people suffering from alcoholism are not always 
discovered or registered in good time, One sometimes comes across 
instances in which drunks are protected: by no means all of those 
who visit a medical detoxification center or who are fined for 
appearing drunk in public places are discussed in labor collectives, 
and some managers do not react to police reports on offenses against 
law and order, The “nareological offices," including those located 
directly on the premises of majot enterprises, in organizations and 
on farms, are called upon to play 4 laree role, The organization of 
compulsory treatment for drunks requires improvement, 


The education of young people has always been an object of the party's 
special concern, ihe republic is carrying out a plan of measures to 
improve the educational work and prevention of legal offenses committed 
by minors, However, we cannot be satisfied with what has been achieved 
to date, 


In talking about the inadequacies of the educational work being 

carried out among adolescents, Comrade Lebedev took note of the 

poor individual work being conducted with so-called difficult adoles- 
cents. In this area inadequate use is still being made of community 
tutors, mentors and sponsors, The role and responsibility of parents 
for the upbrirpingof their children must be increased through the school, 


As Comrade L,I Brezhenv emphasized when speaking at the 17th Komsomol Con- 
gress, the question of young people's free time is not an idle one, In 
our republic there are inadequacies in the operation of cultural, educa- 
tional and sports organizations and poor use is made of houses of*culture, 
Clubs and recreation centers which have athletic facilities; 

the result is that some adolescents spend all their free time outside, 
standing in doorways. The Ministry of Culture, the republic's 

Committee on Sports, and especially the Komsomol, have much work to 

do in this area, 


K. Lebedev then wennt on to talk in detail about the struggle to combat 
encroachments against socialist property, lack of thrift and against 
wastes; he also talked about stepping up the struggle against speculation 
and parasitism and about the need to carry out the Leninist principle 

of the inevitability of punishment, He noted that it was necessary to 
improve decisively the legal indoctrination of citizens and for this 
purpose to make maximum use of workers meetings, production conferences 
and comrade court sessions at which violations of law and order are 
analyzed, as well as to increase of role of trade unions, comrade courts 


and preventi ‘ 
and ordese Councils in the struggle to combat violations of law 
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The lack of a differentiated approach constitutes one of the ereatest 
inadequacies in educational works as 4 result, conerete, goal-oriented 
work with people is frequently lest behind common measures, It is 
necessary to sharply inerease the role of the labor collectives in th 
struggle against the smallest deviations from Soviet socialist law and 
order, 


The inerease in the struggle against erime and the provision of a 
comprehensive approach to this struggle are the business of the state 
and of all the people and they must be resolved throuwh the joint 
efforts of party, soviet and lezal organs, of public organizations 
and of the entire community, 


Having talked about the tasks of the press, television and radio, XK, 

K. Lebedev pointed ow the need for greater consistency and purposefulness 
in the work of lepal education, Henoted that there has still not been 
much publicity on the subjects discussed at the press conference, The 
methods of crime prevention and the personal responsibility of the 
offender are issues which deserve more concentrated attention, The 

best experience of moral and lal education within the labor cullec- 
tives is poorly eeneralized and disseminated, 


In conclusion, Comrade Lebedev said that a feeling of high responsibility 
for the completion of the tasks set by the party, obliges us to succee- 
fully fulfill the plans of the Tenth Five-Year Plan and to greet the 
26th CPSU Congress with shock work and the further strengthening of 
socialist law and order,

The railroad will guarantee the timely fullillment of five-year assignment. 
pertaining to the loading and productivity of cars, passenger transport and 
labor productivity. Car turn-around, however, has slowed down, mainly due 
to delays in the development of technical facilities and changes in traffic 
schedules and train assembly plans, Thies has resulted in the violation ot 
technological processes, has complicated work and has had a negative effect 
on technical and economic indicators, 


Car idie time during unloading operations is etill considerable. On the 
average, 285 cars remained loaded each day through the fault of consignees 
in the first half of the year. This means that we must improve the coordi- 
nation of railroad operations with consignees and assign the latter greater 
responsibility for the efficient use of rolling stock. 


A sizeable construction program is being carried out on the trunk line to 
increase the through capacity of certain sections and to develop stations, 
engine and car depots and other facilities. This will make it easier to 
cope with growing freight traffic and unconditionally fulfill plan assign- 
ments and socialist commitments. 


Just recently the state flag of the republic was raised at the Georgian 55% 
Exhibition of National Economic Achievements in honor of republic tea 
gtovers and tea industry personnel, who completed the 10th Five-Year Plan 
ahead of schedule, remarked Georgian SSR Minister of Agriculture Sh. M. 
Etsadashvili. This success was made possible by the extensive program of 
agricultural concentration and specialization that has been under way since 
the time of the 25th party congress. “he output of grapes, tea, citrus 
fruit and animal husbandry and farming products has grown considerably in 
the republic. 


At the same time, the sinister said, some Georgian agricultural indicators 
are below those specified in the general guidelines for the development of 
the Georgian SSR in the 10th Five-Year Plan. Some kolkhozes, sovkhozes and 
interfarm associations were unable to fulfill state assignments and comit- 
ments. Under these conditions, now that little time remains before the end 
ot the five-year plan and assignments must be fulfilled unconditionally, 
the impr vement of the organization of labor and the reinforcement of state 
discipline are acquiring particular importance. Stricter demands must be 
made on the administrators of local agricultural agencies, and agricultural 
production reserves must be sought more energetically and put to work for 
the harvest season.

LITHUANIAN RURAL KESETTLEMENT PREFERENCES POLLED 
Vilnius VALST.ECIU LAIKRASTIS in Lithuanian 15 May 80 p 2

Makes a Settlement Attractive?"] 


[Text] During 4 poll taken the year before last on the farms of Lazdijos 
rayon, 4 curious thing came to light. Almost two-thirds of the families 

of the “Dainava” kolkhoz, who live on private homesteads, preferred to leave 
their native kolkhoz in order not to move to the central settlement. 


"If to move at all, then only to the Leipingis settlement of the neighboring 
kolkhoz,"” insisted old and young. 


The agriculture workers of the "Geguzes Pirmoji" kolkhozg of the same rayon 
also moved reluctantly to the Petroskiai central settlement. Only after it 
was decided to establish a supplementary settlement (the Kalveliai, near 
Veisiejai, was the ice broken. Last year as many as 18 families living on 
private homesteads put in applications to build in Kalveliai. 


Why such disparate attraction to settlements? Why do the agriculture workers 
move to some willingly and dislike others? 


Wanting to find an ansver to these questions, the specialists of the 
Sociological Research Center at the Institute of Agricultural Economy, 
questioned many agriculture workers of the farms of Lazdijos, Birzai, 
Kedainiai, Siauliai, and some other rayons. 


As many as 67 percent of those living on private homesteads did not want to 
mve to poorly developed, smallish, and more isolated settlements. They 
would Like to resettle either in villages which have evolved historically 
or in large farm centers being newly created. 


It is noteworthy, that in such settlements there also is less aigration. 
In the Sestokai central settlement of the “Jaunoji Gvardija” kolkhoz of 
Lazdijos raven, for instance, between 1975 and 1978 the number of residents 
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increased by |.) percent, not counting these who moved in from private 
homesteads, 


A aoclological study hase shown that most important to agricultural workers 
was to have conventent roads leading to towne and other Larger centers [row 
the settlement. it is also important for them to have 4 secondary schoo! 
Of general education there. Furchermore, people were more attracted to 
settlements estabiiahed near a lake, river, or some other source of water. 


The committee of the Lithuanian Communist Party of Lagdynai rayon, the 
executive committee of the Peoples’ Deputy Soviet, and the farm chiefe, have 
tried hard to attain for the settlements of rural areaa the above ment toned 
conditions, This is sought by executing the lay-out plane of the rayon, 

the arrangements projected in the socio-economic development plans of the 
agricultural collectives. 


Let us take a look at the Birute settlement of the “Jaunoji Gvardija” kolkhoz. 
The streets here are not only paved but aleo lighted. Nearby lies a pond of 
52 hectares, built with the farm's efforts, with a rest station and a dock 
for the boats of the amateur fishermen. Youth have named this place the 
Lenkal lake. 


On the settlement rusties a tastefully arranged park with paved walke, 
flower beds, fountaine. Nearby is an athletic field, play grounds. 


Nevertheless, the farm moved the central settlement from Birute to Seetokai. 
From here, you see, there is better transportation, a larger school, mre 
houses. 


There are more suitabiy arranged settlements in the rayon, where the public 
food estatlishments, commercial and personal service enterprises are 
functioning well. 


This too can be seen from the results of the poll taken of the agriculture 
workers. Of those questioned in the rayons of Birgai, Ignalia, Kedainiai, 
Kretinga, Saicininkai, and Siavliai, 75 percent were dissatisfied with the 
performance of shops and restaurants. At the same time, only half as many 
were “issatisfied on the farms of Lazdijos rayon. On every farm here there 
are good restaurants, on some of them even two. The farms provide the 
communal services, purchase technological appliances, maintain the premises; 
the social organizations of the farms take regular polis, asking the 
restaurant patrons to evaluate the food and the services themselves. 


Currently there are almost 60 shops in the settlements of the rayon's farms. 
In mst of them there is a fair selection of goods, good management. The 
medical establishments are also running satisfactorily. There are 2 
polyclinics, 3 dispensaries, and 23 paramedic and midwife stations for the 
care of the rayon's agriculture workers, 
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On all the kulkhoges of the rayon there are houses of culture, ard there are 
43 libraries altogether. 


There is a comparatively wide network of schools in the rayon. In 10 schools 
there are student dormitories and, overall, the schools of general education 
in the rural area are laid out so chat 85 percent of them have already met 
the design plana of the rayon. 


During the current five-year plan almost 12,000 seedlings and decorative 
bushes were planted on the settlements and near factory buildings. The 
surroundings of the "Jaunoji Gvardija," the Kirana, and the "Kibirketis” 
kolkhogs are maintained according to specific plans. The trade-unions of 
the rayon and the women councils organize competitions each year to clean 
up the surroundings and the farmsteads. 


It is not surprising that more and mre families of Lazdijos rayon move to 
settlements. 


During 4 years of this five-year plan, more than 500 homes were built on 
the settlements. While during the last five years the total number of 
residents in our rural area decreased on the average by 2.4 percent each 
year, in Lazdijos rayon it decreased by only 0.7 percent. Here they have 
almst succeeded in stopping the migration of men of employable age away 
from agriculture. 


Nevertheless, some of the problems in establishing the settlements still 
await solutions in Lazdynai as well as in other rayons. 


Let us take the old, traditionally evolved central settlement of the 
Kapeiamiestis kolkhoz. It is growing slowly. One of the main causes is the 
decreasing number of women on the farm. During 5 years, almost one-fourth 
of the women have left the farm. 


"There are no enterprises, no supportive occupations, young women are forced 
to commute to town,” explained the women of Kapciamiestis. 


The claims are not made up. The same can also be seen on other farms. For 
some reason, supportive enterprises and various trade shops are not respected 
here. 





How this effects migration and the growth of settlements can be seen in the 
following examples. When a greenhouse farm was established and vegetables 
began to grow on the “Taika” kolkhoz of Sakiai rayon, this branch was in 
need of 12 young women. Some of them came to work in the greenhouse even 
from the center of the rayon. 


The migration of young women has also decreased in the Kaisiadoriai horti- 
culture sovkhoz, the "Scecialistinis Kelias" kolkhoz of Plunge rayon, and 
the "Laisvoji Zeme" kolkhoz of Birzai rayon immediately after fruit, vegetables 
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and other agricultural product processing shops, fiower gardens were estab- 
lished there, 


It means that on the kolkhoges where there are no supportive occupations, ¢¥ 
women and some other family members should not be hindered from workin, 

in the nearby industrial enterprises, construction, On the contrary, (this 
process should be encouraged, 


The socitologica) study conducted on the farms of Birgai rayon has shown that 
almost 40 percent of rural area dwellers avoid moving off the individual 
homesteads because they are convinced that central settlements will worsen 
personal economic situations, inc make conditions for maintaining private 
plots more difficult. The agriculture workers of the "Draugas" kolkhoz of 
Radviliskis rayon, the "Paryzius komuna" kolkhoz of Sakiai rayon, and of 

the technical school of the Lanctunava sovkhoz of Kedainiai rayon have no 
reason to fret about such things. The private plots here are assigned 

near settlements or on common large tracts and the pastures for private 
Livestock are cultivated, equipped with water. 


As the polls conducted on the farms of Kedainiai rayon have proven, some 
of the people living on individual homesteads fear the difficulties of 
resettlement, although almost a half of them would desire to have either 4 
private or a co-operative house on the settlement. 


It means that the farms as well as the inter-farm construction organizations 
should come to the assistance of the resettlers. Unfortunately, so far their 
aid has been minimal. On the Kapciamiestis, Leninas, "Spartuolis,"’ and 

other kolkhozes of Lazdijos rayon, many (43 percent) are unwilling to move to 
the settlements because of lack of construction workers, other difficulties 
and 11.4 percent because of lack of matertals. 


On the TSO Lenin kolkhoz of Lazdijos, for instance, only seven houses were 
being constructed last year by cooperative means. Even on those the 
construction was delayed. Although the farms receive sufficient quantity 
of bricks, their delivery is irregular. 


Cooperation also is difficult. One hundred and thirty families of kolkhoz 
workers live in the central settlement of the "Jaunoji Gvardija" kolkhoz in 
the village of Sestokai. In addition, more than 200 families in the village 
are not members of the kolkhoz and work for enterprises and offices of other 
departments. 


The kolkhoz is not capable of managing the town by itself. The district 
Soviet, therefore, had planned to obtain 6,000 rubles from various departments 
for street lights and sidewalk construction. Unfo tunately, it succeeded 

in raising only one-third of this sum. The settlements of Veisiejai and 
Leipalingis have encountered similar difficulties. 


The lay-outs of the farm's central settlements should also be improved, 


paying attention to the historically evolved traditions and to the attraction 
centers for the residents. 
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On the Kirena farm, ae well as on some other farma of Lazdijos rayon, it 
would be expedient to develop only one settlement each, And where such 
possibility does not exist, central settlements should be established near 
larger villages, in order to form a unified inter-farm settlement. 


Perspective plans for cooperative management of settlements--villages should 
be made not only for the farms of Lazdijos but also for those of other 
rayons. The initiative should be taken by the executive committees 

of the Peoples’ Deputy Soviets and the district Soviets of the rayons to 
solve these problem.

LITHUANIAN-LATVIAN ETHNIC, CULTURAL TIES PRAISED 
Vilnius LITERATURA IR MENAS in Lithuanian No 16, 19 Apr 80 p 8

[Text] What is there in Latvia? After a visit somewhere farther away, you 
can write about real and imagined things, customs, nature. jut here, go to 
Latvia, ask for directions in Lithuanian, go visiting, praise, criticize--to 
the Lithuanian eyes everything is open. Nobody hides anything when they 
learn that you are a Lithuanian. The words of greeting are similar, the 
names ot all the more important towns, rivers, poets are familiar. The 
roads joining the republics are planned by both sides. During holidays the 
Lithuanian language resounds through the Latvian farmers' markets, while in 
the id town of Vilnius, leaning against cars, the drivers chat in Latvian. 
A Lithuanian on his way to Latvia will never say it in Lithuanian but always 
in Latvian: "I am off for Riga." And that pleasant Latvian word “brali,” 
by its intonation and pronunciation, by its old melody, reminds one immediately 
of our first written words: "Braliai ir seserys..." (Brothers and sisters). 


Over there, in Latvia, there are many cherished places, pleasant memories 
about which you could not talk because they are very intimate, personal. 
You are attached to them, are at home with them, as you are with Lithuanian 
towns, villages, nature. The impressions have lost their surface roughness, 
as everything that feels like clothing next to the skin. The eyes have 
beheld the tide of the Lielupe and the bottom of the Gauja; the ears have 
listened to that far away “lyguo" songs--to that “lyguo" refrain on the 
shortest night of summer, misty with smoke from the bonfires; on a dreamy 
warm midday on a high bank of the Dauguva, as if in a giant footstep of 

J. Rainis. 


Suddenly you long for the Lighthouse seen through an open window of Duodulte 
house of arts; for the Latvians’ love for J. Rainis. For the names of 
Jurmala villages; one of the pubs where you can sit and listen to the slow, 
subdued buzz. You long for the passers-by on the street; the beautiful 
woman's face which suddenly lights up in Riga's crowd and disappears, that 
special, somewhat heavy and cool beauty, so characteristic of Latvian 
women. Suddenly you feel the spirit of Riga, as if you were walking through 
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the pages of the Livonian chronicle or a medieval town recreate’ by J. Caklais, 
where witches are flying (on windmill wings!), where the apprentices are party- 
ing in the cellars and the souls of the dead artisans and merchants are roam- 
ing at night like lonely, late drunkards. You are always sure that somewhere, 
accidently, you will meet Daina Avotina and that she will notice you first. 

It is somehow comforting to talk to someone, while alongside Alfonsas Sukovskis 
is smiling, sitting and not saying a word all evening long. You long for the 
gay gathering with Latvian poets, when words and such lively temperament 

break out, that even the southerners should envy the Latvians. And what 
nights! They turn into the brightest days of frank, sincere conversations, 
when it is spoken with bared and pure souls. And it is difficult to tel. -is 
it tue clgarette smoke or the morning fog drifting in through the open window 
from the Lielupe... 


You rejolee meeting a Latvian somewhere far away from home you recognize 
him immediately as your own from his bearing, his eyes. In a strange place 
the Latvians, just as the Lithuanians, stick together, in small groups. It 
is beautiful to look at. Maybe it is some leftover of the peasant mentality, 
a characteristic of a small nation--not to get lost, to protect each other. 
This attachment, closeness, always remind of home, the coziness of hearth, 
the attention for each other preserved in this very turbulent world. You 
look from somewhere far, from some corner of the world--yet Riga is near, 
almost home... 


What does it all mean? Are there no borders left between us? Has the idea 
of ethnic unity come true? 


At one time it was even suggested to "reconstruct" the common Latvian and 
Lithuanian language. But for many centuries the Latvian and Lithuanian lives 
developed on independent but parallel lines. Even during the last and the 
beginning of this century our literature had no broad ties, there were almost 
no common, mutually influential topics, traditions. And yet, related nations 
quite often have common writers, epical themes. One could hear across the 
Dauguva singing in a similar language but unfamiliar songs. 


Here it is, several decades now that the Lithuanians and Latvians, separated 
at one time by the wars of the Knights of the Sword and the Knights of the 
Cross, experience again the same history: through these present day cultural 
and social life commonalities we came to feel the kinship more. It seems 
that the ethnic commonalities are becoming even more clear and stronger, 
although in the past, neither customs, religion, peoples' attitudes, nor 

the traditions of culture and writing had confirmed them. You leaf through 
various publications and are surprised how little we have written about the 
Latvian life, culture, past. The present day cuitural rapproachment is 

very exciting, a living and new phenomenon. We are pleased to feel that 
almost every word expressed by us is heard in Latvia too, sometimes maybe 
even better. They follow our literary discussions, various publications in 
periodicals, they transiate a lot, travel through Lithuania, write essays 
about her, study the Lithuanian language. And we all are rushing to Riga, 
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the poets and the prose-Writers and there we are called not by our last bur 
by our first names. 


It is impossible to enumerate all joint gatherings, discussions, meetings. 
Any day on the train "Zuvedra" you will meet artiste traveling to theaters, 
concerts, meetings. The painters meet at their bicnnials, the poets during 
the festival of J. Rainis or during our spring holidays of poetry. Such 
meetings 4° these poetry festivals happen every dozen years or so. Last 
December our poets were in Riga and then we invited the Latvians. In such 
a way the primary sources of common creativity and the points of contact 
are sought. I am sure, for instance, that the return of Latvian poets to 
their folklore is somewhat connected with our poetry too. The peoples’ 
thought process, the picturesqueness of songs is expressed today particularly 
beautifully in the poems of the young L. Briedis. Such deep feeling for 
one's folklore can truly be envied. 


Yes, about folklore. The kinship, the national ethnic and cultural ties are 
usually traced by comparing the folklore prototypes, the intonation of songs, 
the motifs. It is paradoxical, but he who starts to search for such 
similarities is soon disappointed. The Latvian folk song, just as the 
Lithuanian, has preserved some fragments of common pagan culture, allusions, 
almost the same phrases which we understand without translating. And after 
that? These similarities, grasped at the mythological conscience level 

are alms« all there is. After that--very original, unlike songs; alrost 
totally differenc symbolisms of people's ethnic criteria. Not only a 
peculiar world of Latvian song was created but also a genre found almost 
nowhere else. They are very poetic and picturesque quantrains, which by 
their subtlety and clarity remind one of Japanese miniatures. Such minieture 
form requires an unusual thoroughness, a purity of word. The number of these 
songs is also surprising. There are so many of them, that every Latvian has 
his own song--from cradle to the grave you can sing your song without 
repetition. The Life is good when every Latvian is thusly provided. 


Sometimes it seems that such song form has developed the ear for the poetic 
word, for the barely sensed association. I have noticed that Latvian 
listeners of poetry are very sensitive to intonation, to the ring of the 
verse. Their intuition is perceptive particularly, so to speak, to the 
implied, associative word relationships. Ina hamlet © Ventspils I dared 
to recite poetry in Lithuanian, without the aid of Latvia: translations and 
was very much surprised that just from the intonation I was quite accurately 
understood by people who have almost never heard the living Lithuanian 
language. 


I have noticed that during literary gatherings the Latvians not so much 
"listened" to poetry as they are absorbed in it. ‘hey grasp not only the 
phrases, the meaning of individual words but also the complex, implied 
relationships. Does this not come from the "ear for songs"? Perhaps because 
of this the Latvian poets read so confidently complex words; they can always 
depend on this unusuai talent of the listeners to hear the total verse. The 
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words of poetry ring in complete silence, and this is very moving. How 
fortunate are the Latvian poets! To be 4 poet in Latvia is a great honor, 


I am sure of one thing: he who comes cluse to Latvia becomes attached to her 
for a long time. You do not even notice when you become surrounded by 
acquaintances, translations, Latvian books, dictionaries, photographs, 
telephone numbers, and addresses. Even the second generation little Latvians 
climb on your lap and look at your mouth as you speak Lithuanian words. 


Justas Paleckis was always considered in Riga as their own; not one more 
important holiday passed without him. Kostas Korsikas, all his Life, among 
all his works, preserved a beautiful secret weakness--love for Latvian poetry, 
even of the beginners. The poet G. J. Jokimaitis travels almost every year 

to Riga to speak Latvian and to hear the poets read their verses themselves. 
The critic Kestutis Nastopka, who has the most consistent and deepest 

interest among us in the Latvian creative life and literature, which is still 
somewhat new to us, has also lost his heart. 


And more. During these times of universally broken promises, 1 have not 
noticed that some promise made by Latvian poets, not only at meetings and 
public gatherings but also in private, would not be kept. The books are 
translated as promised; an arcicle is written as agreed; a meeting is held 
at the previously agreed time. And I will never forget the friendly help 
given me by Latvian writers, which moved me so. During my travels I felt 
that I was ever better recognized, that people understood quite well what 
and how I wrote. I found good friends in Armenia, Moldavia, Ukraine, and 
all through my Latvian friends. Two, three poets have done more than 
important committees, bureaus, and other literary services. And big words 
are not necessary... 


And here I muse very simply: have the meadows of the Lielupe turned green 
yet? How would the steep slopes of the Gauja in spring look from far away? 
What are Maris, Knutas, Imantas, Daina, Janis, Uldis...doing now?

organized by the party raykom and the Institute of Language and Litera- 
ture of the Moldavian SSR Academy of Sciences and took place in Rezina, 
The participants included representatives of party, trade union and

NATIONALITY POLICY STRESSES EQUALITY, UNIQUENESS OF REPUBLICS

The resolution of tie nationalities question is one of the 
@reatest achievements of socialism in the USSR, Only the Commmist 
Party, which is profoundly international in its essence, was able to 
implement the Leninist program on the nationalities question and to 
put an end to national and class antagonism, as well as provide for the 
free development of peoples and ethnic groups, The consistent applica- 
tion to politics, economics and culture of the teachings outlined by 
Vel. Lenin concerning the dialectical wuity of the international and 
the national has led to the creation of an historic, new comumity of 
people, which we call the Soviet people. Experience shows that 
neither racial, nor ethnic, nor Mirmguistic, nor economic, nor cultural

Under developed socialism there has developed a unified economic 


complex of a multinational state, which is developed according to a 
plan for the entire state, But this does not mean that the indicators 
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for all the republics must be the same, For example, the plan of the 
Tenth Five-Year Plan called for the Larvian SSR to increase industrial 
production by 26-30 pereent and agricultural produetion by 15-186 pereent, 
In the Estonian SSR these indicators were respectively 22-26 and 17+20 
percent, That is, under conditions which may appear the same, considera- 
tion is given to characteristics of the republics, to the traditions 

and initial level of production aid to other factors, 


Every people and every ethnic group in our country has a single social 
structure consisting o. the working class, the kolkhoz peasantry and 
the intelligentsia, However, the proportion of each may be different, 
For example, in 1970 manual workers accounted for 60,8 percent of the 
total population of Estoniasy white-collar workers accounted for 30,2 
pereent and kolkhoz members accounted for 8,8 percent, In the Latvian 
SSR the figures were respectively 58, 28.9 and 12.7 percents In the 
Lithuanian SSR they were 54.5, 23.8 and 21.2 percent, 


A unified system of education exists on a nation-wide scale. Identical 
opportunities for secondary education make it possible to concentrate 
the training of specialists in particular centers (Moscow, Leningrad, 
Kiev, etc.). For example, Tartu State University trains doctors spe- 
clalizing in sports medicine for the @tire Baltic region and for 
Moldavia. 


The foundations for the actions of our state areoutlined in the USSR 
Constitution, The constitutions of the union republics do not copy 

the USSR Constitutions instead, they take into account the charac- 
teristics of each union republic. For example, the constitutions of 

the Kazkh, Uzbek, Kirgiz and Turkmenian republics contain clauses 
stating that violations of the equal rights of wen and women are punish- 
able. Neither the USSR Constitution nor the constitutions of the other 
union republics have such an article, 


Our electoral system is also a manifestation of national and interna- 
tional unity. The USSR has 15 union republics and 20 autonomous republics, 
In addition, there are eight autonomous oblasts and 10 autonomous 

okrugs. That is, the discussion concerns 53 national entities, But 
candidates for deputy are not nominated on the vasis of nationality, 
People are chosen who are capable of carrying out a deputy’s works 

they are people who have earned universal respect--the best production 
workers, In short, the bert representatives of a given republic or autono- 
mous oblastare elected to the soviets, and residence within the 

limits of the appropriate area ir not almys adecisive factor, What is 
important is how well the candidate is known there, An analysis of 

the proposals and speeches made by thousands and thousands of workers 
during the nomination of candidates for deputy, would show that not 

one of them has emphasized the nationality of the candidates, 


The irrelevance of nationality can also be seen in the following factors 
research carried out in the production collectives shows that regardless 











of their national ..iiasrotion, the interest of the workers is concentrated 
in an \dentica’ manner on toe production process, on issues related to 
the re.ults o production act'vities, and on the inerease in the country's 
nation.1 wealth, In Soviet Esvonia there is not a single major collective 
tive in which representatives o° only one nationality would work, 


Socialist emul ition is an imporcant factor in bringing nationalities 
Closer tog.ther, The remits, after all, are of interest to every 
working person in our country, As a result of the mass participation 

of the working peop.’ in the competition, we successfully fulfilled 

the assignments fo. the feurth year of the Tenth Five-Year Plan, and 
many collectives of the tsi.v'an SSR completed these assignments ahead 
of schedule, In comparison with 19/0, »%wr national income in 1979, 
amounted to 105,8 percent, AvLove=plan outp.t worth 59,8 million 

rubles was realized, The average monthly wage of blue= and white-collar 
workers increased from 176 rubles in 1978 to 162 rubles, These results 
were possible thanks to the broad cooperation of ail the peoples of 

our country. In listing the results achiev * by Estonia in fullilment of 
the 1979 state plan we could note, for example, that '32 transfer line 
units were established, but we were able to achieve this only as a result 
of the comprehensive assistance of the ot her fraternal republics, It 
would not have been possible to achieve this through the local production 
base alone, 


But the essence of the issue lies not only in the coordination of produc- 
tion, Socialist emulation has contributed to the strengtheninue of ties be- 
tween our cities, rayons, enterprises and working people of other repub- 
lics, Good results have been brought about by competition with the 
Latvian SSR, competition among the cities of Tallinn Riga, Vil‘nyus, 
Tartu, Kaunas and Leninakan, as well as between the Tartuskiy Rayon 

and the Domodedovskiy Rayon in Moscow Oblast, This kind of cooperation 
makes it possible to exchange accumulated experince, to improve the 
organization of work, and it contributes to the growth of achievements, 
In their socialist obligations for 1980 the working people of the 
Paydeskiy Rayon have scheduled continued socialist competition with 

the Gatchinskiy Rayon of the RSFSR and the Saldusskiy Rayon of the 
Latvian SSR. 


Workers® cultural ties also play a substantial role, Many of these ties 
have become traditional. Since 1972 friendship days between the cities 
of Kokhtla-Yarve and Slantsy have been held regularly. Labor for 

the sake of a common goal and expanding cultural ties make it possible 
for the peaple of our country to better see and become acquainted with 
each other and to solve with confidence the most complex tasks. 


The entire politic’ organization of our state and the unified economic 
and social foundation of society contribute to bringing the peoples 

of our country closer together, But this does not by any means signify 
that relations between nationalities have lost their importance and 
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that they do not have to be taken into consideration, In speaking 
about the national and state features of peoples and countric., 

V.I, Lenin noted that they ",..will remain for a long time to come, even

This means that issues concerning the relations among nationalities 
must not disappear from the realm of indoctrination work, As long 

as bourgeois societies continue to exist in the world along with 
socialist societies, the struggle between bourgeois nationalism and 
proletarian internationaliem will remain the field of the ideological 
struggle of the two opposite systems, 


Under the present circumstances of acute ideological struggle in the 
international arena, the bourgeois ideologues attempt to take 
advantage of even the smallest opportunities to slander the relations 
among the peoples of our country and to sow national dissension, 

They use for this purpose all the mass information media, literature, 
art and science, 


Many tourists from the Estonian SSR who have visited abroad can recount 
how they were openly provoked to talk about the infringement of the 
rights of a small peoples; extremely emotional means of influence are 
used for this purpose, Havingbecome convinced that a bare-faced lie 
does not provide the desired results, the bourgeoisie tries to use 
other means to sow national discord, And for this reason it is 
understandable that the CPSU Central Committee in its decree “Concerning 
the FurtherImprovement of Ideological, Political Indoctrination Work" 
emphasizes the need to instill in all Soviet people a pride in their 
socialist Fatherland, respect for national worth and culture and an
